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THE FUTURE OF MOUNTED TROOPS. 


In these days, when so much is written of the cavalry- 
eliminating possibilities of the aeroplane and dirigible, it 
is refreshing to find a forecast of the future of mounted 
troops that is not written in an apologetic tone and does 
not seek to make it appear that the cavalry are hereafter 
to remain in the service as a sort of derelict tossed up 
by the changes in the conduct of war. Such a forecast is 
that given by Brig. Gen. James Parker, Cav., U.S.A., 
who does not believe that air craft and other recent in- 
ventions have decreased the need for cavalry. On the 
contrary, he finds that much larger forces of cavalry 
are necessary now than formerly. To the increased 
opportunities and value given to cavalry by the effective- 
ness of dismounted action he ascribes the increased de- 
mand for cavalry. It was, he says, the armies of dis- 
mounted cavalry under Sheridan and Stuart and others, 
that could fight on foot as well as mounted, that “brought 
about the triumph of Nashville in the West and 
Appomattox in the East.” It was this use of cavalry 
by Forrest, Morgan, Wheeler and other Confederate 
leaders that enabled the South so long to stand off the 
North. 

The invention of wireless, aeroplane, dirigible and the 
magazine gun of long range has only added to the value 
of cavalry. In making this statement it will be seen 
that General Parker carries the war into Africa. Much 
of the talk about the probable decrease in importance of 
cavalry he traces to a certain class of military writers, 
especially prominent in Europe, who have been so much 
impressed with the mounted action of cavalry and its 
glories in the past that they ignore dismounted action. 
They refuse to believe the logic of the magazine gun or 
the lessons of the American Civil War, and still contend 
that cavalry mounted can ride down and disperse good 
infantry. To them the war of 1861-65 is almost a sealed 
book. The Franco-Prussian war of 1870 was too soon 
over to convince them. The Boer war taught them little. 
Their arguments are all taken from the Napoleonic wars. 
To them the rifle is an unimportant part of the cavalry- 
man’s equipment, but the horse, the saber and the lance 
everything. These writers by ignoring the advantages 
of dismounted action give a reasonableness to the false 
claim that the utility of mounted troops in war is much 
diminished. 

The magazine gun, General Parker says, has changed 
the role of cavalry. In the old days the cavalry fought 
infantry by riding it down. This can no longer be done 
when good infantry is armed with the magazine gun. 
Now cavalry must as a rule attack dismounted. The 
term “mounted infantry” is no longer one of reproach. 
Man for man when on foot cavalry is equal to the best 
infantry. Its training makes it as accurate and as 
formidable with the rifle, and its mobility enables it to 
be sent in a few hours or minutes to distant points, 
striking where reinforcements are of the greatest impor- 
tance and where its value as infantry is doubled. Now 
that the aeroplane and the dirigible enable the command- 
ing general to spy out the flanks, the rear,and the weak 
points of the enemy’s army, an overwhelming necessity 
exists for quick-moving riflemen who can strike at these 
points before they can be reinforced or protected. Foot 
infantry is not always available for this purpose, as it 
moves, as a rule, too slowly, but cavalry, which the best 
practice now substitutes for mounted infantry, arrives 
quickly and once there goes into the fight, fresh without 
fatigue. 

In the use of the dismounted cavalry the North and 
South in the Civil War were fifty years ago ahead of 


the other nations. The extraordinary resistance offered 
by the small number of Boers to the armies of Great 
Britain in 1900-03 was due largely to the fact that the 
burgher forces were mounted infantry. When future 
battle lines like those in the Manchurian war shall have 
a front of from twenty to eighty miles the use of great 
cavalry reserves will be indispensable to victory. Modern 
lines, even those thinly manned, can rarely be pierced as 
in the old days, owing to the tremendous range and power 
of cannon and small arms, but their flanks and rear are 
very vulnerable. The failure of cavalry to accomplish 
much in the recent war between Japan and Russia may 
be traced to the unwillingness of a commander-in-chief to 
use his cavalry to the limits of its capacity and to sub- 
ordinate cavalry commanders who lacked zeal and re- 
sourcefulness. Allowing that in war we could count on 
60,000 Regulars, our fifteen regiments of Cavalry would 
appear as a small contingent. 

This being a fenced country, it is not so well fitted for 
cavalry of the old type, fighting solely on horseback, but 
the woods and hills which cover most of our thickly 
settled states favor the use of modern cavalry. In the 
case of putting down riots mounted troops are of especial 
advantage as being able to scatter mobs without the 
necessity of using firearms and of running the risk of 
killing the innocent as well as the guilty. As to cost, it 
may be said that in foreign lands, where men cost little 
and horses and forage much, the expense appears large, 
but in this country, in comparison with the liberal pay, 
rations, clothing, barracks, etc., the cost of horses and 
forage is little. It has been demonstrated that our Cavalry 
regiments cost about one-third more than our Infantry 
regiments. Out of all this vision of the great things to 
be done by mounted troops in future wars General Parker 
in an essay in the July Cavalry Journal draws the lesson 
that our Army should not be experimented with lightly 
and that its organization should not be changed “except 
as a result of the mature study and reflection of the best 
minds of the Republic.” 

Such vigorous language as that of General Parker is 
not out of place at a time when in the air are suggestions 
of changing materially the organization of the United 
States Cavalry. In 1912 a bill before Congress proposed 
to reduce the Cavalry of the Army by mustering out 
five of the fifteen regiments, and there has also been 
urged in recent years a plan for reducing each regiment 
from twelve troops to six squadrons, a measure which 
eventually might have the same effect. While neither 
of these measures is likely to be considered at this time 
of diplomatic strain, they are still being considered, and 
there is little doubt that much of the opinion behind the 
introduction of them has been based upon a nebulous 
idea that the day of the cavalry has passed, that its 
importance is diminishing pari passu with the develop- 
ment of aviation. Hence it is well for that arm in 
particular and for the Service in general that so outspoken 
and competent a student of cavalry as General Parker 
has shown that the mounted organizations have little to 
fear from the inventions which to some fearful minds 
have seemed to presage the disappearance of the cavalry 
as a fighting factor in the conflicts of the future. Capt. 
Howard R. Hickok, 15th U.S. Cav., also speaks hopefully 
of that arm in his paper in the same issue on “The Réle 
and Organization of Cavalry.” 
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That something more than treaties of peace are re- 
quired to bring peace to certain distracted portions of 
this old globe is seen when one studies the conditions 
that have followed the loudly announced ending of the 
Balkan hostilities as the result of the treaties following 
the two recent wars. Nowhere better could be found 
proof of the frequent contention of the ARMY AND NAVY 
JOURNAL that to obtain peace there must be either the 
continual expression of military power in a country or 
such a settlement of disputes as shall remove the causes 
of friction between peoples, between races, between 
different countries or between even different sections of 
the same country. It has been often said that peace 
reigns in Albania, that mountainous region on the western 
coast of Turkey extending from Montenegro to Greece, 
but what are the facts as to this peace? Durazzo, the 
Albanian seaport, has been attacked three times by the 
so-called “rebels,” who are nothing more than Albanians 
in arms to prevent the rule of a foreigner. After three 
repulses the “rebels” obtained a truce, but on June 23 
they again opened fire on Durazzo without result. The 
majority of the Albanians are Moslems, and they are very 
suspicious of any government established by a conference 
in which Christian influence predominated. Turkish 
officials and even ex-Turkish officers have been leading 
the insurgents. Few who are acquainted with the situa- 
tion will disagree with the conclusion of the London 
Army and Navy Gazette that “this unhappy country is 
the scene of foreign experiments by the great Powers, 
and the Turkish statesmen look on with amused satis- 
faction at the attempts of Europe to brush with the olive 
branch a situation they have invariably met with the 
sword.” It may not be out of place to suggest that Mexico 
may easily become an American Albania if there is any 
attempt to make “foreign experiments” with it. There 
is a time and place for all things, and the olive branch 
may be as unsuitable for solving certain Mexican troubles 
as war would be for settling differences entirely capable 
of solution through peaceful methods. The selecting of an 
administrator for Mexican affairs at some distant confer- 
ence like that at Niagara Falls may be just as futile for 
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the ending of internecine strife south of the Rio Grande 
as the selection of a ruler for Albania has already proved, 


although this selection had the approval of the great 
Powers. 





After careful consideration of the matter and a 
thorough investigation Secretary of the Navy Daniels 
has reached a conclusion as to the method to be followed 
in awarding contracts for supplies for the ships’ stores. 
The original opening of bids for the ships’ stores was 
cancelled because they called for proprietary articles and 
arbitrarily limited the articles that could be purchased 
by the sailors with their own money to certain favored 
brands picked for them by the Department. New pro- 
posals were issued which threw open competition for these 
supplies to all bidders and which made quality the basis 
of comparison rather than trade names. The Secretary 
has decided that all the bidders on the second opening 
whose goods shall pass the test for purity and quality 
shall be placed on an accepted list at the prices offered 
and may in the future be purchased by the men. To 
insure the greatest latitude of choice on the part of the 
men themselves in purchasing what they want the De- 
partment will order the ships’ commissary stores to carry 
for the present some of each of these brands in stock 
the subsequent orders being regulated by the sales. In 
announcing this decision Secretary Daniels said: “I 
firmly believe that the enlisted men of the fleet should 
be allowed to buy what they want with their own money 
and I feel that in purchasing these supplies I am acting 
as trustee for the men and that it is my duty to make 
this possible so far as lies in my power. Under the 
excuse that the majority of the men wished particular 
brands I found that purchases had been confined in nrany 
cases to one brand of a certain kind of toilet article or 
of tobacco. Granting, however, that seventy-five per cent. 
of a crew would want a particular brand of tobacco, for 
instance, how about the other twenty-five per cent. wes 
might like something else, but were being forced to buy 
what the majority preferred? This did not seem fair 
to me. Under the new plan there will be a far greater 
variety of brands in each line carried, and the commissary 
stores ashore and afloat will offer the men as nearly as 
possible the same variety to select from that they would 
have in a civilian store.” It will be some time before 
the actual list of those whose goods passed the quality 
test is prepared and ready for announcement, but the 


final award will be along the lines indicated by the 
Secretary. 





It would be unfortunate, indeed, if the treaty with 
Colombia, now before the Senate, should not be at- 
tended with complete publicity and with the most open 
of hearings. There is nothing in the fullest publicity 
on this matter that could hurt this country any more 
than it has been hurt by the publication of the “rea- 
sons” for negotiating the treaty. For the reputation 
of the United States Navy, if for nothing else, there 
ought to be the strongest light thrown upon the grounds 
for this treaty. It has been repeatedly alleged that the 
Navy was used unlawfully by the Chief Executive of the 
United States to perpetrate a wrong upon a sister re- 
public and that but for this service rendered by the 
Navy, Colombia would have been able to put down the 
revolt in Panama and to resume political control of the 
Isthmus. It is all very well to say that the Navy was 
obliged to obey the orders of President Roosevelt as the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Navy as well as of the 
Army. Such a refinement of explanation will not be 
understood by the masses of the people. They are likely 
to take it for granted that the Navy was used by the 
President for an unlawful purpose, and that if he can 
use it thus against another nation he may use it illegally 
even against the people of his own country. President 
Roosevelt has emphatically denied that there was any 
double-dealing with Colombia, and has asserted that his 
action in the case of the Panama revolt was wholly in 
accord with justice and right, and with the obligations 
entered upon years before by the United States. This 
is the year that sees the completion of the Panama 
Canal, and this is the year that ought to see the clear- 
ing of the name of the United States or of reparation as 
far as lies within our power. 
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A writer in the Cavalry Journal warns the War 
Department that after the occupation of three or four 
of the leading Mexican cities the bulk of the work of 
pacification, if this country shall enter upon it, will have 
to be performed by the Cavalry. “It was so in South 
Africa,” he argues; “it was so in the Philippine insur- 
rection, and it was even so in the later period of our 
Civil War. In fact, wherever a foreign people resort 
to serious guerrilla operations against an invader history 
shows that large bodies of cavalry of superior quality 
are absolutely necessary to cope with the situation. If 
the United States decides on the invasion of Mexican 
territory, our small Cavalry force will undoubtedly have 
to be augmented either from the volunteers at home or 
by the ultimate enlistment of mounted rurales in the 
U.S. service. The mounting of infantry tried out from 
time to time in our Indian wars and on a more extensive 
scale in the guerrilla operations of the Philippine insur- 
rection has always proved a wasteful and extravagant 
policy, to say nothing of the inefficiency of such troops 
until constant training has practically converted them 
into cavalry.” 





We have received from a former officer of the New 
York National Guard a vigorously worded protest against 
the issuance of “commissions” in the “First Aviation 
Corps” by “Colonel” Mortimer Delano. This former 
Guardsman writes: “As a former officer in the National 
Guard and as one interested in aviation work as it affects 


the military, I should like to enter my protest against the 
presumptions of Mr. Delano, who has had no military 
training, has held no commission, and has had no experi- 
ence in practical aviation work. Do you not think that 
this promiscuous assumption of military titles and the 
wearing of unauthorized military uniforms should be 
restricted?’ With this protest was inclosed a copy of 
one of the “commissions” issued. Although printed on 
the cheapest of cardboard, this “commission” bears a 
series of titles that would do justice to a commission 
in the German army. At the top of this piece of card- 
board appear these cabalistic words: “First Aviation 
Corps, The District Centre, Provisional Federal Volun- 
teers, Eastern Division, Instituted by the Aero-Military 
War College of America.” Further along in this precious 
document is this announcement: “Per recent enactment 
of Congress :—Military aviators, junior military aviators 
and aviation students.” All this jumble of words seems 
designed to attract those who are easily flattered with 
high-sounding titles, even though they may mean nothing. 
The “commission” bears the signature of “Mortimer 
Delano, Acting Colonel-in-Chief.” We have previously 
had something to say of this scheme to mislead the 
uninitiated, and have expressed our opinion of the prac- 
tice of assuming unwarranted military titles. With this 
“commission” is inclosed a circular announcing the “ap- 
pointment” of a certain Broadway firm as the “official 
uniform makers of the corps.” Who knows but that we 
shall soon see in the windows of Broadway concerns such 
signs as “By special appointment of Colonel Delano,” 
after the manner of the announcements of royal patronage 
to be seen in London? ‘There is one aspect of this matter 
that is worthy the attention of those who are officially 
interested in the success of aviation. Young men who 
may have a real desire to become military aviators may 
be induced to join such unauthorized organizations, and 
after finding that they have been fooled may become 
alienated from that line of military activity forever, the 
state or the Federal Government thus losing good 
material for an aviation personnel. 


The death of Col. Garland N. Whistler, U.S.A., should 
not be allowed to pass without reference to his splendid 
efforts to arouse the Pacific coast to a realization of its 
helplessness in the event of an invasion from the Pacific 
Ocean. One of the most striking illustrations of the 
defenselessness of the coast was given in his statement 
that an enemy landing a force could seize the mountains 
back of Puget Sound and defy all efforts to dislodge 
them. As he was known not to be an alarmist, but one 
of the best balanced of men, of cool and deliberate judg- 
ments, his words, coming as they did just before the 
recent excitement over the California anti-Japanese land 
legislation, could not fail to make a profound impression 
upon the thoughtful men of the Slope, however much 
they may have been passed over by the general public, 
confident in the conviction that the United States can 
“lick all creation.” One of the most powerful pleas of 
Colonel! Whistler for the adequate protection of the 
Pacific coast was made at the banquet held in Bellingham, 
Wash., on Nov. 11, 1910, to celebrate in part the laying 
of the cornerstone of a new National Guard armory. In 
speaking of this address in its issue of Nov. 26, 1910, 
page $56, the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL said: “This 
analysis of the weakness of that part of the country has 
come none too soon, and it is fortunate that so able and 
competent a student of military problems as Colonel 
Whistler has placed it before the people of the Pacific 
coast.” It was largely through the initiative of Colonel 
Whistler that he was able to make -the announcement in 
the course of his address that “the National Guard of 
the state is to become wholly a Coast Artillery Reserve 
organization.” Colonel Whistler did not mince his words 
in that address, as may be judged from certain parts of 
it. “On Puget Sound,” he said, “you hold a peculiar 
position. The Cascade passes are behind you, and any 
one of them can be held by a regiment against an army. 
If one single division of an enemy attacking from the 
Pacific coast should make good a landing it can march 
inland, occupy the passes and hold them indefinitely 
against an army from the East.” 
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It is planned to make the military ball one of the 
most attractive features of the National Star-Spangled 
Banner Centennial to be held in Baltimore, Md., Sept. 
6 to 13. The event is the celebration of the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the writing of our national an- 
them, “The Star-Spangled Banner.” On the evening of 
Sept. 11 the military ball will take place, the President, 
members of the Diplomatic Corps and the Army and 
Navy officers being the guests of honor. The mammoth 
armory of the 5th Regiment, Maryland National Guard, 
the largest convention hall in America, and where Wood- 
row Wilson was nominated by the Democratic Party, 
will be the stage for this “Fairyland” scene. From the 
arched ceiling, 100 feet high, will be suspended the flags 
of every nation. In the center will be a replica of the 
flag of fifteen stars and fifteen stripes, which floating 
over the ramparts of Fort McHenry “by the dawn’s 
early light,” inspired Francis Scott Key to write the 
poem that immortalized him. The finest collection of 
flags of all nations is to be found in the United States 
Navy Department at Washington, and the promise has 
been given that these will be forwarded to Baltimore to 
decorate the 5th Regiment armory. Along the galleries 
of the huge building, which seats with comfort 20,000 
persons, will be arranged the shields of the forty-eight 
states forming the Union. Behind banks of rich flowers, 
palms and other plants arranged to represent a tropical 
setting, will.be a monster band and orchestra. Between 
the dance numbers, selections from the operas will float 
. through the auditorium. A buffét supper will be served. 
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“In another letter,” writes Robert Dunn from Vera 
Cruz to the Evening Post, “I mentioned the ‘involun- 
tary sanitation’ instituted by our Army nowadays when 
it settles down in tropical places, and the example this 
must needs set. Heaven knows, our experiences in 
Cuba, the Philippines and Panama ought to have taught 
us something. The scant two per cent. of sickness in 
the forces ashore here, with no typhoid at all, is enough 
to justify any patronizing air even toward the model 














English. ‘Their naval vessels in the mosquito-infected 
Panuco River, Tampico, have suffered far worse from 
malaria than any of ours—they had deaths and we none 
—owing to less careful screening. Indeed, were not this 
sanitation a business so wholly vindicated by exact 
science and sheer results we might be accused of being 
cranks in the matter. But Vera Cruz from the beginning 
presented so much an Augean stable as might have been 
imagined, or as the special commissioners of some great 
dailies, in the silences of this ‘war,’ have so luridly 
described. For a tropical port in America not under 
our flag, it has for years stood in health and cleanliness 
second only to Rio de Janeiro, that model of cleanliness. 
As the ‘front door’ of Mexico, Diaz did not neglect it; 
two-thirds, the center, of the city is asphalt, and even 
in the old days was chronically cleaner than many parts 
of New York. Except in the outskirts, it has a modern 
sewage system, being in that respect, according to a 
member of the health squad, ‘far better off than the city 
of Baltimore.’ No case of yellow fever has been known 
for five years. In two months the writer has neither 
seen nor heard a mosquito. Had the native Board of 
Health here kept on the job any further sanitation by 
us would have been unnecessary. As it is, our work has 
been more or less automatic, done with the easy pride 
and self-consciousness of a housewife at her spring 
cleaning.” 
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The U.S.S. South Dakota, Capt. W. W. Gilmer, from 
Mazatlan, Mexico, which arrived at San Diego, Cal., 
July 5, flew a 150-foot homeward pennant from the truck 
of the after mast. She sailed for the south from Cali- 
fornia City April 20. Her crew have remained aboard 
night and day since April 20 in a torrid climate and 
without an hour’s liberty, without more than six men 
being incapacitated through sickness. Officers aboard 
the South Dakota declare that this record has never been 
equaled in the annals of the American Navy. The South 
Dakota arrived with 1,403 men, 800 of whom are marines 
and disembarked to establish a camp. Officers of the 
South Dakota include Capt. W. W. Gilmer, Lieut. Comdr, 
F. N. Freeman, Lieuts. Leo Sahm, 8S. C. Loomis, E. R. 
Shipp and E. H. Connor, Ensigns W. C. Fauss, J. L. 
Neilsen, R. A. Hall, E. W. Coil, Surgs. U. R. Webb 
and W. S. Hoen, P.A. Paymr. E. R. Wilson, jr., Chaplain

L. Lehrfeld, C. W. Carr and 
IL. H. Roddis. The marines will be stationed at San 
Diego indefinitely. The South Dakota, after the men 
were granted shore leave, proceeded to San Francisco. 
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Taking advantage of the proposal to use the older 
vessels of the Navy as cargo and possible passenger 
carriers, the Military Surgeon suggests that as a matter 
of economy a sufficient number of these disused war- 
ships which are still good sea-going vessels, although 
obsolete from the viewpoint of offense, be equipped as 
hospital ships. This recommendation has been brought 
about by the collapse of the naval hospital ship service 
after the seizure of Vera Cruz, through the insufficiency 
of such ships. Our medical contemporary says on this 
point that, however much the unpreparedness of the 
U.S. Army has been manifested in time of war, it is 
generally claimed that the Navy is always ready for 
any duty and that no circumstances of sudden war would 
find it napping. But, agreeable as this praise can- 
not fail to be to officers of the Navy, recent events show 
that the commendation is somewhat strained. After the 
occupation of Vera Cruz the only hospital ship of the 
Navy had to be laid up for overhauling. This left the 
great Atlantic Squadron and the Marines in a tropical 
country without other hospital facilities than those of- 
fered on board the ships of the squadron and in the field 
hospital and regimental dispensaries of the Army. The 
original hospital ship, the Relief, is in the Philippine 
Islands as station hospital ship at Olongapo. The Asi- 
atic Squadron has no hospital ship and in the tempo- 
rary disablement of the Solace the Navy is entirely des- 
titute in this particular. In times of stress it is always 
exceedingly difficult for the Government to charter ships 
of any kind and the ordinary ships cannot be used as 
hospital ships without a remodeling that necessitates 
great expense and great delay. ,

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Cavalry officers who read in our issue of Oct. 4, 
1913, page 134, of the performance of the endurance 
ride in Vermont should be interested in learning of later 
tests of Halcyon, the three-quarter-bred Arabian mare, 
which won that ride, carrying 180 pounds and cover- 
ing 154 miles of hilly road in Vermont in thirty hours 
and forty-one minutes, that time including all stops, 
even one of fifty-five minutes for re-shoeing. Mr. Spen- 
eer Borden in the July Cavalry Journal says that at 
Madison Square Garden, she was the only horse ridden 
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by an American officer, that got in the ribbons in the 
broad jump, thirty-eight others, including all the Eng- 
lish, Canadian and American horses, being behind her. 
Never before having jumped under artificial lights, 
Halcyon covered 18 feet 6 inches. On May 30, 1914, 
sent over the road from her home at Fall River to North 
Grafton, Mass., she competed for the broad jump against 
a large field of the best jumpers, at the invitation show 
of hunters at Lordvale. Though the class was a very 
choice collection of cracks, including the hitherto un- 
beaten Natty Bumpo, Halcyon won the blue in great 
form, jumping twenty feet and five inches, without hav- 
ing to extend herself. In practice the mare has covered 
thirty-two feet from take off to landing. After a rest 
over Sunday, Halcyon came from Lordvale to her own 
stall, sixty-five miles, in ten hours, including the time of 
two stops, one of thirty minutes at Blackstone, and 
another of one hour at Pawtucket, the road being hard 
macadam all the way. 
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Nothing could more clearly show the passing of the 
day of the muckraker than the belated muckraking of 
the Army and Navy which has fallen so flat. Some years 
ago, when the muckrackers were running amuck among 
the magazines, a prominent civilian was talking to an 


Army officer of high rank. The latter referred rather 
ironically to the fact that so many civilian institutions 
were the targets of these waspish gentry while the Army 
and the Navy escaped. “Your time will come, though,” 
said the civilian quietly. “When everything else has 
been gone over with a fine tooth comb, and there is no 
more material among us, some literary guerrilla will 
scent you out. But by that time the public will be so 
nauseated by the unsavory brood that whatever may be 
said against you will only reflect discredit on those giving 
circulation to it.” This prediction has come strangely 
true. At a time when the hyenas of journalism had 
ceased to thrill the night with their “reformative” shrieks 
and the muckrakers were slinking away into oblivion, 
as if to cover their retreat an attack was made upon the 
Services in Harper’s Weekly, but the only damage thus 
far done seems to have been to the journal giving circu- 
lation to the distortions which were so manifestly manu- 
factured to meet the exigencies of “copy” that the 
wantonness of their misrepresentations was too plain to 
be mistaken by anybody.

“The most serious difficulty incident to maintaining 
the National Guard,” says Brig. Gen. W. F. Sadler, the 
Adjutant General of New Jersey, “is that of keeping the 
several organizations filled to proper strength with desir- 
able men. Given the sufficient number of men, the 


problem of attaining efficiency becomes a mere matter 
of instruction and equipment. The membership of the 
National Guard depends solely upon voluntary enlistment, 
and the hard work and attention to duty now required 
of enlisted men in the effort which is being made to 
raise the standard of efficiency have tended to greatly 
retard recruiting. The men who enlisted in former years 
merely for the pleasure to be had from the Service are 
no longer attracted, and it is only those who really desire 
instruction along military lines who are available. The 
work of the National Guard has become far too serious 
a matter to be of interest to pleasure seekers, and that 
this is fully realized by the enlisted men is plainly 
evidenced by the uniformly small companies present at 
the last annual encampment, where several companies 
were unable to muster the required thirty-eight men in 
order to draw pay. Passage of the Militia Pay bill 
would undoubtedly solve the recruiting problem.”

A despatch from St. Joseph, Mo., to the Kansas City 
Times, July 7, says: “Officers of the Army have put a 
crimp in the plan of Judge Thomas F. Ryan, of the 
criminal court here, to make the Army a sort of retorma- 
tory for certain classes of offenders brought before him. 
Cases against a number of defendants lately were dis- 
missed by Judge Ryan upon their promise to proceed 
directly to the local Army recruiting station and enlist. 
Publication of this brought Capt. F. M. Jones, of Kansas 
City, in charge of the Missouri recruiting stations, here 
to investigate, and as a result recruits from St. Joseph 
will be discharged from the Army. ‘The Army is no 
place for fugitives from justice,’ said Captain Jones, ‘and 
we will accept no men for enlistment who! are under 
accusation. The high moral standard of the.U.S. Army 
is what makes it so effective, and I am sure there is no 
notion of lowering it.’”

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TRUTH ABOUT THE COLORADO GUARD. 


In the Senate July 18 Mr. Thomas, of Colorado, pro- 
cured the insertion in the Congressional Record of the 
article by Governor Ammons, of Colorado, on the Colo- 
rado strike, which appears in the current number of the 
North American Review. In this article the Governor 
presents a conclusive defense of the National Guard of 
Colorado against the untruthful and malignant criti- 
cisms to which it has been subject. Governor Ammons 
says: “I feel that I should add here a word for the Na- 
tional Guard. These men have been made the object of 
very bitter public attack. Opprobrium, undeserved, has 
been publicly heaped upon them. The charge that they 
were recruited from the purlieus of the great cities and 
were not representative of the average population of the 
State is an absurdity. Any charge that they were hire- 
lings of either side to the industrial dispute is ridicu- 
lous. The truth is that the Colorado National Guard is 
composed, as in other states, of farmers, tradesmen, 
mechanics, and artisans, with an unusually large pro- 
portion of professional men. It is a volunteer force. 
These men have served their state with a truly com- 
mendable devotion, to the sacrifice of their own personal 
interests, risking their lives in a quarrel not of their 
making and in which they had no interest. They have 
not been paid this year even the pittance that is allowed 
by law. If ever patriotism found expression, it is in the 
unrecompensed and unselfish services of these soldiers 
of the state who have only the consciousness of a duty 
performed to reward them, and upon whom has been 
heaped the opprobrium and abuse that private interest 
has dictated. 

“The troops of the state were able to enforce peace. 
But it was a sullen and unwilling peace. The mine 
guards were disarmed and sent away. The strikers 
promised to surrender their arms, but they did not do 
so. Similarly, a recent promise of the leaders to sur- 
render these arms to the United States troops was un- 
fulfilled. In the meantime and after the military occu- 
pation had begun, I continued unceasingly my efforts 
to adjust or settle the strike. 

“Upon this miscarriage of our plans of settlement, I 
directed that all men who desired to work in the mines 
and who had full knowledge of the strike and conditions 
of employment, should be permitted to work and be pro- 
tected in so doing. large number of men were then 
brought in to work in the mines. They were given mili- 
tary protection in going to the properties and in remain- 
ing at work therein. This is the circumstance which 
caused the strikers to look upon the National Guard as 
being in league with their adversaries. 

“In the middle of April, after the troops had enforced 
a six months’ peace and when they were almost four 
months in arrears of pay, it was felt that they must be 
withdrawn. It was hoped that the peace thus _ estab- 
lished would continue. It was feared that it would not. 
The most earnest protests were made to me by citizens 
of all classes against the withdrawal. It was felt and 
generally predicted that as soon as the military re- 
straint was removed the stored-up wrath of this alien 
population would flare out in some malignant way. 
Within six days after this withdrawal the eruption came. 
It was general throughout the coal-mining regions of 
the state. A widely extended uprising had been care- 
fully planned. The storm broke at Ludlow. Much has 
been made of Ludlow. It was seized upon as a means 
of inflaming the minds of men and justifying the acts 
of treason and murder that followed. The facts in con- 
nection with Ludlow have been distorted, and in various 
forms spread broadcast throughout the land. It has been 
described as a massacre. It is given out that the Na- 
tional Guard, servile hirelings of the great coal com- 
panies, mercilessly shot and burned defenseless women 
and children in Ludlow tent colony. On the miserable 
untruth and injustice of such a story I shall comment 
presently. However, it was. believed, and may still find 
credence among a great number of the American people 
who have not the facts and have no reason to believe 
otherwise. ; 

“When the troops were withdrawn, thirty-four men 
were left upon police duty near Ludlow, the largest of 
the tent colonies. On April 20 these men were attacked 
by ten times their number of strikers. The objective 
was doubtless the villages two or three miles distant 
containing the non-union workmen and their families. 
The National Guard thus attacked defended themselves, 
and later put the strikers to flight and destroyed their 
colony. The women and children were all removed to 
places of safety before the attack save only those _who 
were concealed in pits dug beneath the tents. From 
these pits the soldiers rescued over thirty women and 
children while the tents were burning. This rescue was 
made with distinguished bravery and under a heavy fire 
from the strikers themselves. One pit, almost hermeti- 
cally sealed, escaped the notice of the rescuers, and 
thirty-six hours later was discovered and found to con- 
tain the bodies of two women and eleven children. These 
poor people died of suffocation in their subterranean 
prison, where they had been confined by their would-be 
protectors. Not a burn or a char or a bullet mark was 
found upon any of them. The oxygen contained in 
this closed chamber could not have supported their lives 
for more than two or three hours. One little boy was 
accidentally shot, apparently by a striker’s bullet. With 
that exception no women or children were shot | or 
burned or otherwise hurt during the day’s fighting. 
‘There was no massacre. Men died on both sides; those 
of the strikers died with arms in their hands fighting 
against the state; the soldier, on the contrary, tortured 
and mutilated even before death, gave his life to his 
country in the discharge of his duty. , 

“Many of the smaller mines of the state were seized and 
their managers imprisoned or expelled. The mining vil- 
lages were attacked and many killed. The toll of death 
in these few days is known to have reached fifty, and I 
believe it to be much greater. The National Guard had 
to be divided and sub-divided, hastening from county to 
county and occupying fields remote from one another. 
For nearly forty-eight hours a pitched battle was fought 
at Walsenburg with 1,500 armed men who responded to 
the labor leaders’ call for volunteers. : 

“I called the Legislature of the state together in extra 
session to provide for this expense. At the same time I 
requested the President of the United States to take 
charge of the situation with Federal troops. That re- 
quest was honored. Upon the coming of the Federal 
troops, the National Guard was withdrawn from county 
after county. The name and power of the United States 
was freely invoked; the strikers and their sympathizers 
subsided, and peace and order were restored. So long, 
at least, as the United States troops remain in Colorado, 
or when I or some more potent agent shall have suc- 
ceeded in settling the strike, which, of course, is the 
root of the evil, peace and order will prevail. If the 
strike is not settled, or if it shall be deemed necessary 
to withdraw the United States troops under present 


conditions, I greatly fear that the struggle will be re- 
vived.”

MILITARY EDUCATION IN UNITED STATES. 


To Gen. Theodore J. Jesup, Q.M.G., U.S.A., is given 
the credit for establishing the first Army school of prac- 
tice in the United States, by Capt. Ira L. Reeves, U.S.A., 
retired, in his work ‘Military Education in the United 
States,” which is from the press of the Free Press 
Printing Company, Burlington, Vt. This school was 
the Artillery School established by the War Depart- 
ment on April 5, 1824, the order directing ten com- 
panies of Artillery to be stationed at Fortress Monroe, 
Va., to be organized as a regiment and designated the 
“Artillery Corps for Instruction.” Efforts by the mili- 
tary authorities to establish and maintain schools of 
practice in the Army began almost with the organization 
of that institution, but did not bear fruit until some 
years after the War of 1812. The disasters in that 
war could be so easily traced to the lack of trained offi- 
cers that the authorities were aroused and the efforts 
of General Jesup were crowned with some measure of 
success in 1824. In 1826 a School for Infantry was 





_ established, and although the former of these schools is 


still maintained, the latter was short lived and its suc- 
cessor is the present Army Service School. Some diffi- 
culty has been encountered by the author in determining 
the dividing line between “military education” and 


“military training,” if any division is to be recognized. - 


The two are so closely interwoven that any rule of 
division applied would be sure to meet with opposing 
opinion. The test attempted in this book has been that 
of whether the subjects taught are a part of the curri- 
culum of an organized school or whether prescribed in 
routine orders as a military drill, maneuver or other 
practical military exercise. 

In the discussion of the military value of military 
education, the author says: “Any study or practice of 
military art or science is some measure of preparation 
for war, the last resort for the settlement of disputes 
between nations or factions of the same nation. The 
stronger is not always the side possessing the greater 
number of men or the larger stores of war material. 
These advantages are frequently overcome by superior 
leadership, superior instruction of the combatant forces, 
and superior morale. The latter is frequently if not 
always a direct result of the latter. Soldiers who have 
untrained officers, and who are themselves untrained 
cannot be expected to face trained troops under trained 
leaders with any great hopes of victory,” a statement 
that explains very largely the deplorable exhibitions of 
military incompetency that disgraced the American side 
of the War of 1812. “It is wrong,” goes on the author, 
“both from the standpoint of truth and that of national 
preparedness to advocate a doctrine that all that is 
necessary to make an effective fighting man is to don a 
uniform and buckle on a sword. It is an unfortunate 
condition of public sentiment in the United States to- 
day which boasts and believes in the superiority of un- 
trained American arms over the best trained troops of 
the world. While there is absolutely no doubt as to the 
quality and quantity of material available from which 
to make excellent soldiers, any doctrine that teaches 
that an untrained American led on the field of battle by 
an untrained officer, is a superior man to the trained 
officer and trooper of any other civilized nation has 
nothing but mere sentiment to back it up.” 

However, Captain Reeves sees a brightening of the 
skies in this respect, for he finds “that military educa- 
tion and drill in the schools, academies, colleges and uni- 
versities of the United States have never been so general 
or so popular as to-day. Their very great benefit at 
institutions of learning as an aid to academic work and 
their acknowledged moral, mental and physical benefits 
are becoming more appreciated as the subject is becom- 
ing better understood.” No mention is made in this 
volume of education pertaining to the naval establish- 
ment for the very good reason that that subject, the au- 
thor believes, deserves a whole volume by itself. The 
dedication of this very instructive history of military 
education is to “President Guy Potter Benton, of the 
University of Vermont, as an appreciation of his sup- 
port and encouragement of the military department, and 
to the students of the university participating in the 
classes in military science and tactics, in recognition of 
their loyalty, respect and faithfulness.” The University 
has profited by the presence there of Captain Reeves in 
the capacity of professor of military science and tactics. 
The frontispiece shows the Army War College at Wash- 
ington. Thirty-five other illustrations deal with promi- 
nent persons, buildings of colleges, bodies of cadets, 
ete. One shows the full 5th U.S. Infantry band slated 
for attendance at the northeastern camp during the en- 
tire period of 1914.

A SOLDIER’S TRIBUTE TO HIS FOR. 


Brig. Gen. Anson G. Mills, U.S.A., who was the orator 
of the day at the last reunion of the Society of the 
Army of the Cumberland, improved the occasion to 
glorify his war time antagonists of the Confederacy, 
saying in the course of his remarks: 


“I overheard soon after the war a dispute between two 
Congressmen from Indiana and Massachusetts as to 
which of their two states had furnished the greatest pro- 
portion of soldiers without draft. Gen. Tom Crittenden, 
of the Regular Army, late a major general in the Union 
Army, whose brother had been a major general in the 
Confederate Army, sitting near, interposed, saying: 
‘Gentlemen, you should be ashamed to admit that you 
submitted to any draft at all. Kentucky furnished her 
full quota to both sides without drafting.’ 

“Companions of the Army of the Cumberland, I have 
mentioned incidents attending the beginning of the War 
for the Union, not for your enlightenment, for they are 
well known to you, but to lay the foundation for con- 
vincing our children and grandchildren who do not know: 
that the country at large does not yet appreciate the 
patriotism, chivalry, heroism and fortitude of the Con- 
federate soldier. 

“Tt seems that we, while yet alive, should rise and 
testify to them of what we have seen and known, for we 
soldiers of the Union have had ample praise and honor 
to the ends of the earth; but they have been comparatively 
forsaken even by their selfish and perfidious professed 
friends in Europe who once encouraged them. 

“After Appomattox high officials in England who had 
first urged them to war, and the English press, which had 
encouraged it by constant agitation and misrepresenta- 
tion, now turned against them in their adversity. The 
London Dispatch of June 10, 1865, used among much 





else that was false the following language: ‘It was clear 
that a people who had not heart enough to destroy their 
property that they might defend their rights were neither 
fit to fight, nor worthy of any fate but that of submission 
to oppression, that they were not soldiers, that they were 
wholly unworthy of their cause, and that they were only 
fit subjects to tyranny.’ 

“To which the late Confederate Gen. Robert H. Ander- 
son, of Georgia, replied in the public press. proving by 
statistics that the Confederate Army lost more in killed 
and wounded in four years than the entire army of the 
British Empire lost in the preceding one hundred years.” 


BILL FOR PHILIPPINE INDEPENDENCE. 


The new Jones bill (H.R. 17856), “to declare the pur- 
pose of the people of the United States as to the future 
political status of the people of the Philippine Islands, 
and to provide a more autonomous government for those 
islands,” opens with a preamble declaring that the pur- 
pose of the United States has always been to recognize 
the independence of the islands “as soon as a stable 
government can be established therein.” Next follows 
a definition of Philippine citizenship and a declaration 
of general principles controlling a free government. As 
summarized by the Secretary of War in a statement issued 


July 14 the bill provides for a Senate of twenty-four 
members, twenty-two to be elected from eleven Senatorial 
districts and two to be appointed by the American 
Governor General to represent a Senatorial district which 
will include that territory in which elections have not 
hitherto been held. The lower house, known heretofore 
as the Assembly, will be called the House of Representa- 
tives, and will consist of ninety members, the eighty-one 
now composing the Assembly and nine others appointed 
by the Governor General, to represent territory which 
has not had representation. 

“The Legislature,” said Mr. Garrison, “thus created is 
granted jurisdiction over the entire territory of the 
Philippines. The non-Christian tribes will be placed 
under the special protection of the Governor General, 
who appoints two Senators and nine Representatives to 
represent them in the Legislature, and who appoints a 
chief of bureau to look after their special interests, 
administratively. It should be observed also that in the 
bill the Governor General is given the usual veto power, 
and in case his veto is overridden by a two-thirds vote 
in both houses the President is given power’ to veto 
absolutely, or to approve the legislation thus passed over 
the Governor’s veto. 

“The Philippine Legislature may provide a tariff for 
the islands, but the trade relations between the United 
States and the islands are subject to the exclusive juris- 
diction of Congress. Such a tariff act, however, shall 
not be effective until approved by the President of the 
United States, nor shall any act of the Philippine Legis- 
lature affecting the currency. or coinage laws become a 
law until it is approved by the President. The Philippine 
Legislature is authorized to legislate with reference to 
public lands, forests and mines, but no such law shall 
become effective until approved by the President. 

“This bill provides for a Governor General appointed 
by the President, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, as chief executive of the Philippine Islands. 
He has authority to appoint and remove the heads of 
executive departments, who have been heretofore ap- 
pointed by the President. 

The existing law with reference to the judiciary is 
re-enacted, with the exception that the right of appeal 
from the Supreme Court of the Philippine Islands to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, where the value 
in controversy exceeds $25,000, is discontinued. The 
ss continues to appoint the justices of the Supreme 

ourt.” «

THE WARFARE OF THE AIR. 


Going into the subject of the bombardment of the 
undefended places, to which reference was made in our 
issue of July 11 in connection with the recent discussion 
of that matter before the Royal United Service Institu- 
tion of Great Britain, Lieut. Col. Wilmot E. Ellis, 
‘C.A.C., in the American Journal of International Law 
says that the discussion at the Second Hagtie Conference 
makes it clear that it was the intention to include bom- 
bardment by aircraft in the prohibition against the 
bombardment by any means whatever of undefended 
places. ‘‘When the prohibition against the discharge of 
projectiles and explosives from balloons lapses or does 
not apply, aircraft will be permitted to undertake bom- 
bardments under the same restrictions as apply to land 
and maritime forces.” There is, however, one important 
point that is not clear to him. Both land and naval 
bombardments are continuations of immediate hostilities 
before certain places, whereas an aerial bombardment 
may be an isolated operation. Colonel Ellis takes such 
a concrete case as this: The United States is at war with 
state “X.” Land and naval forces are operating against 
Philadelphia, but as yet have not appeared before any 
other city. New York is technically defended, which it 
would be if its coast defenses were manned even if no 
troops actually occupied the city. The “X” commander 
notifies the New York authorities that their city will be 
bombarded on or after noon the next day by an aerial 
fleet. Airships appear at noon and drop bombs on the 
Woolworth Building and the Stock Exchange. This is 
legitimate warfare, he says, according to the letter but 
not according to the spirit of the Hague regulations. 
This ambiguity suggests to Colonel Ellis the advisability 
of formulating a rule to the effect that aerial bombard- 
ment of non-military plants or buildings should be per- 
mitted only when defended places are actually attacked 
or invested by land or maritime forces. In his essay on 
“Aerial-Land and Aerial-Maritime Warfare,” which 
appears in pamphlet form as a reprint, Colonel Ellis 
calls attention to the fact that Capt. William Crozier, 
now brigadier general, U.S.A., was the only delegate at 
the first Hague conference who foresaw the latent possi- 
bilities of aerial navigation, and had the prohibition 
against aerial discharges of projectiles, originally a 
permanent one, restricted to a period of five years. He 
based his motion for a restricted period on humanitarian 
grounds also, but he argued that time should be allowed 
for trying out military aeronautics. He said that “exist- 
ing balloons might injure offensive populations as well 
as combatants and destroy a church as well as a battery, 
but that perfected balloons might diminish the length of 
a war, and consequently its evils, as well as the expenses 
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caused by it.” Captain Crozier’s prevision was justified 
by the action of the second Hague conference, which 
renewed the declaration forbidding the discharge of pro- 
jectiles and explosives from balloons or by other similar 
methods, but only until the close of the third conference. 

The reasons advanced in the conference in favor of 
the prohibition were that the use of balloons for such 
purposes would endanger non-combatants en masse in 
adjacent territory, that the various means of injuring 
an enemy were already sufficient, and that such attacks 
on combatants en masse would savor of treachery. These 
arguments are mostly the stock ones invoked against the 
use of all new methods of attack. ‘The arguments in 
favor of temporary restriction were repeated at the second 
conference, but so rapid had been the development of 
aerial navigation between the two conferences that many 
of the delegates refused to accept even a temporary pro- 
hibition. In view of the remarkable growth of military 
aeronautics, Colonel Ellis believes it probable that the 
Declaration will lapse with the close of the third confer- 
ence. Meanwhile only a small minority of the states have 
ratified. ‘The present prohibition is binding only when 
all the belligerents are contracting Powers. Should a 
war occur between any two contracting Powers during 
the life of the Declaration they would be bound thereby 
for at least one year, since a denunciation cannot take 
effect before the expiration of that time. A remarkable 
state of affairs would obtain. When hostile aircraft met 
the personnel might do little more than scowl at each 
other. Both land and naval forces might employ all 
kinds of fire against the enemy’s aircraft, while the crew 
thereof would not be permitted to resort to a return fire 
of any kind. “Such a ridiculous dénouement shows the 
fallacy of attempting to legislate in regard to methods 
of warfare undergoing evolution.” Other subjects dealt 
with in this instructive essay are the relation of aeronauts 
delivering despatches to the status of spies, the law of 
the air, the status of private aircraft captured at sea, 
ete. 

As to the control of the air beyond the marine league 
from shore, Colonel Ellis points out that Great Britain 
has led the way by claiming jurisdiction over the air 
space above her marginal sea. “If her object is to 
prevent espionage of coast military districts she has not 
claimed a sufficient width of air space,” for while no 
detailed information as to military dispositions can be 
gleaned from a vessel on the high seas just beyond the 
marine league, or for that matter within the marine 
league, yet an aircraft at a considerably greater distance 
than a league could profitably observe such dispositions. 
For example, a foreign aviator five miles or more off 
Sandy Hook could observe every detail of our coast de- 
fenses situated there. 
should be permitted to exercise jurisdiction over sufficient 
air space seaward to prevent espionage.” ‘There is no 
relation, however, between the width of this space and 
that of the marginal sea, for the two widths are founded 
on entirely different considerations. Colonel Ellis favors 
the adoption of a rule extending the territorial air space 
the necessary distance seaward. Twenty kilometers, 
twelve miles, seems to him a reasonable limit. This is 
von Bar's limiting distance of an aerial combat: from a 
naval combat. Unnecessary complications and imprac- 
ticable results, the essayist believes, will flow from the 
attempt to extend to aerial craft the laws of maritime 
warfare relating to the treatment of commercial vessels. 
Aerial machines should not be allowed to interfere in any 
way with neutral aircraft outside such spaces except 
pre-empted air spaces over the high seas for hostilities. 
It is neither practicable nor worth while for aircraft to 
engage in contraband trade, render unneutral service or 
break blockade. Colonel Ellis closes his essay by suggest- 
ing for discussion certain rules in regard to pre-empted 
air spaces above the high seas.

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LAUNCH OF U.S.S. NEVADA. 

The mighty battleship Nevada, which will have a dis- 
placement of 27,500 tons and is a sister ship to the Okla- 
homa, was successfully launched from the yards of her 
builders, the Fore River Shipbuilding Company, at 
Quincy, Mass., July 11, in the presence of a distinguished 
company. She was the largest battleship ever launched 
in the United States except her sister the Oklahoma, 
and is 500 tons heavier than the big Argentine battleship 
Rivadavia, also built by the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Company. The Nevada took the water like a duck, and 
slid down the ways as easily as a small launch. 

Miss Eleanor Anne Siebert, the ten-year-old niece of 
Governor Tasker Lowndes Oddie, of Nevada, who came 
all the way from Reno, Ney., had the honor of christening 
the Nevada. She did not use grape juice in christening 
the ship either, but broke a pint bottle of sparkling 
champagne over the bow of the battleship, while all 
manner of craft and thousands of spectators saluted. 

Among those on the launching platform were Secretary 
of the Navy Josephus Daniels, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Franklin D. Roosevelt, Governor Oddie, of Nevada ;

A luncheon was given in honor of Miss Eleanor Anne 
Siebert, the eleven-year-old sponsor of the Nevada, at 
the Copley Plaza by the Fore River Construction Com- 
pany after the launching. It was attended by some 130 
guests, the majority of whom were present at the launch- 
ing. The tables were arranged in oval fashion, and in 
their center was a mass of flowers and greenery. Clusters 
of pink roses adorned the tables. A big silken American 
flag and a Nevada state flag of equal size were the only 
other decorations. 

Mr. Joseph Wright Powell, president of the Fore River 
Shipbuilding Company, was toastmaster. Addresses of 
a congratulatory nature were made by Secretary Josephus 
Daniels, Senator Key Pittman and Governor Oddie. 
Secretary Daniels declared that the fair young sponsor 


“It seems reasonable that a state” 
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was a collateral descendant of the first Secretary of the 
Navy, who was George Cabot, of Massachusetts. 

Toastmaster Powell presented Miss Siebert a gold 
diamond-studded locket, suspended from a long gold pearl- 
studded chain. On one side of the locket was a handsome 
blue-white diamond. On the reverse was the inscription : 
“Fore River Shipbuilding Corporation Presents to Miss 
Eleanor Anne Siebert, Sponsor, U.S.S. Nevada, July 11, 
1914, Quincy, Mass.” Three toasts were proposed and 
quaffed: One each to the President of the United States, 
to the U.S.S. Nevada and to Miss Siebert. Bronx 
cocktails, champagne, a famous table water and water 
were among the liquids used in the toasts. Whether Mr. 
Daniels used grape juice or an ozone cocktail was not 
certain. 

The Nevada was on July 1 60.7 completed on board 
ship, while her total degree of completion was 69.7. She, 
like the Oklahoma, is a vessel of 27,500 tons displacement, 
with a length of 583 feet, beam 95 feet 25g inches, and a 
mean draft of 28 feet 6 inches. She will have an esti- 
mated horsepower of 24,800 and will be driven by Curtis 
turbines. The boilers will be fired exclusively with oil 
and the vessel will carry no coal. She will carry 598,400 
gallons of oil, 2,000 tons. ‘The estimated speed is 
20% knots, but it is probable that this will be con- 
siderably exceeded. There will be but one smokestack, 
which will be protected by armor thirteen inches in thick- 
ness to protect it from perforation during battle. From 
her main battery of ten 14-inch guns the Nevada will be 
able to throw 14,000 pounds of metal at one discharge. 

The armor and armament of the Nevada are consider- 
ably in excess of any of her predecessors and involves a 


- new departure for the U.S. Navy in the arrangement of 


the main battery of 14-inch guns. ‘This battery is 
arranged in four turrets, two turrets having two guns 
each and two turrets. No. 1 and No. 4, carrying three 
guns each. This arrangement will give a concentration 
of fire superior to that obtainable from the ten 14-inch 
guns of the New York and Texas, which are mounted in 
five two-gun turrets. 

The new 14-inch 45-caliber gun is a far more powerful 
weapon than the 45-caliber 12-inch gun mounted on the 
Delaware and North Dakota. The muzzle energy of the 
12-inch gun is about 49,000 foot tons, whereas that of 
the 14-inch gun is about 66,000 foot tons. Moreover, its 
shell, which weighs 1,400 pounds, as compared with the 
870-pound weight of the 12-inch, carries a much larger 
bursting charge of high explosives, and, therefore, will be 
proportionately more destructive. 

The principal interest in this new ship lies in its great 
defensive power. The belt armor which protects the 
waterline will be 1714 feet wide, and at mean draft will 
extend from 9 feet above to 8 feet 6 inches below the 
water. It will be 18% inches thick and will extend for 
a length of 400 feet along each side. 

There will be two protective decks, the lower one one 
and a half inches thick on the flat and two inches on 
the slope. The gun deck, which is really an upper 
protective deck, will be three inches thick, these two decks 
providing an excellent protection against plunging fire, 
and also against fragments of shells which might be 
exploded in passing through the ship’s plating in wake 
of the gun deck. 

The armor of the barbette will be thirteen inches thick 
and the armor of the two gun turrets will be sixteen 
inches thick on the face and eighteen inches thick on the 
three-gun turrets, the sides being nine inches and ten 
inches thick, while the roof is five inches thick. Her 
keel was laid Nov. 4, 1912, and she should be completed 
by Jan. 22, 1915.

LAY PRACTICE OF SURGERY. 


Whether practice of surgery by military non-medical 
officers should be permitted is a question now receiving 
the attention of the medical profession in Paris. In 
some of the frontier military posts of the French colonies 
there are no military physicians. 'The heads of such 
posts have been instructed by physicians in the elements 
of hygiene and medicine, but not in surgery. In serious 
eases sick or wounded men have been transported with 
all possible care to the nearest military infirmary or 
hospital. This prudent caution was not observed in a 
recent case. In a post of southern Algeria an officer 
amputated the leg of a seriously wounded brigadier. The 
fact was reported to the Minister of War, who sent to 
the commander of the army corps a letter of congratula- 
tions in which he requested him to invite the director 
of the service of hygiene to prepare for the use of the 
southern posts a notice, pointing out the superiority of 
conservative surgery and the means of practicing it even 
in unfavorable circumstances, thereby permitting the 
patient to await the arrival of a physician and avoid 
amputation. The Paris correspondent of the Journal 
of the American Medical Association reports that certain 
doctors have called attention to the great danger of such 
operations made by officers who have the best interitions, 
but necessarily lack the requisite skill. 

Dr. N. Guerdjikoff, of Switzerland, had charge of a 
hospital that cared for 2,289 wounded and 654 sick 
soldiers during the two Balkan campaigns. In presenting 
a report on his observations he says tnat gunshot and 
shrapnel wounds are never aseptic, but if the first aid 
measures are properly applied and the wounds treated 
humanely by surgeons and nurses, if the wounds are not 
infected by officious meddling, very few infections result. 
Some of the wounded were brought across the mountains 
in ox-carts, and many of the injuries, furrows burrowed 
by bullets or seton wounds, the bullet boring straight 
through limb, chest or lung, had healed spontaneously 
on the way. He frequently found that the bullet had 
turned completely around in its passage through the 
tissues, the point turned backward. The most remarkable 
course was that of a Mannlicher bullet which hit the 
skull in the left temple, ran around the skull, passed 
through the muscles at the back of the neck, then through 
the lung and back muscles, stopping finally under the skin 
near the second sacral vertebra. He adds that three per 
cent. of the Bulgarian surgeons at the seat of war suc- 
cumbed to disease ; two were shot and about 1.5 per cent. 
were wounded. He estimates that about 110,000 of the 
fighting force were wounded and 60,000 of them died of 
their wounds or disease, while 10,000 were left more 
or less incapacitated. Boiled water to which 3 or 5 per 
cent. of tincture of iodin had been added was used freely 
to flush wounds and pus pockets, and proved a blessed 
reliance. A salve of twenty parts of balsam of Peru in 
eighty parts petrolatum was also much depended on. 
The total absence of all septic complications he ascribes 
to these and to the systematic use of moist dressings, 
gauze dipped in a weak disinfectant solution.

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


Advices from Madrid July 7 are to the effect that 


despite strong opposition by Socialist and Republican 
Deputies, the lower House of Parliament passed by a 
large majority a bill providing for the construction of 
a second squadron, consisting of four battleships and 


several minor vessels, to be completed in five years. 
Premier Dato stated that the purpose of the government 
was mainly to keep the navy yards at Ferrol working, 
as any suspension in the naval program would put 
several thousand men out of work. 


The French are issuing fifteen batteries of 4.2-inch 
heavy field guns, ranging over 10,000 yards. They pro- 
pose to use the batteries of ordinary field guns as range 
finders and target observers for the heavy batteries. It 
is further proposed to use aeroplanes, whenever available, 
to direct the fire of the heavy batteries. 

Sixty thousand men and twenty-one thousand horses 
have been added to the effectives of the German army 
since 1912, but the army is still short of 3,000 officers. 

Two Australian submarines have made the voyage of 
13,000 miles to Sydney in twelve weeks without the 
accompaniment of a depot ship. 

A Wellington correspondent of the London Times 
reports the New Zealand Premier as suggesting “that 
Canada, Australia, South Africa, New Zealand and 
Great Britain should join to put a great fighting navy in 
the Pacific, which he believed would yet become the 
battle-ground of the great nations.” 


The London dailies comment on the fact that the 
civilians involved in the British canteen scandal escape 
with a fine of $2,500, while the military offender, Colonel 
Whitaker, is sentenced to six months’ imprisonment and 
forfeits his pension, which in twenty years would amount 
to between $40,000 and $45,000. 

The leading particulars of the Bisson and Renaudin, 
two torpedo destroyers recently added to the French 
navy, are as follows: Length between perpendiculars, 
256 ft. 2 in.; beam, 25 ft. 8 in.; depth, 16 ft. 9 in.; 
draught, aft, 9 ft. 9 in.; displacement, 715 tons; speed, 
3014 knots. 

On May 13 Mr. Bird introduced a motion in the British 
Parliament to the effect that “the time has arrived when 








it is urgently necessary for the government to make such . 


provision as will avoid the danger of starvation and 
enforced capitulation should war unfortunately occur.” 
The debate covered a wide field and almost every scheme 
which has been brought forward for many years to 
increase the supply of food in the country was mentioned. 
The erection or acquirement of national granaries, the 
exemption of wheat-growing lands from taxation, the 
establishment of subsidies for the owners of fast sailing 
grain ships were all referred’ to. One suggestion that 
received more than passing attention looked to the storage 
of half a million quarters of wheat on the banks of the 
Manchester Ship Canal at an annual cost of about half 
a million dollars. A general-indemnity for merchant 
shipping also was presented by the President of the Board 
of Agriculture as having received the serious thought of 
= government and of the Committee on Imperial De- 
ense. 


The French army is now experimenting with military 
aeroplanes that will carry light artillery. The Blinde 
is the first flying machine to be armed with a one-inch 
rapid fire gun. She has a 200 H.P. engine, is capable 
of long flights at a high rate of speed, and the tests made 
so far indicate that remarkable efficiency can be ob- 
tained from the gun. 


The Royal Automobile Club is endeavoring to procure 
legislation which will promote the production and sale 
of fuel oil in England. 


A general replacement of the statues in London asso- 
ciated with the Crimean war has been decreed. 


The Duke of Wellington up to his death in 1852 was 
in the habit of celebrating the anniversary of Waterloo 
by inviting the chiefs of that battle to dine with him in 
the Waterloo Gallery of Apsley House, Picadilly, Lon- 
don “that splendid apartment 100 feet long, which 
stretches along the west wing of the famous mansion, 
the windows of which look upon Rotten Row and the 
far-stretching glades and trees of Hyde Park.” 

The total strength of the Turkish army is now thirty- 
six divisions as against forty-three in 1910, 285 bat- 
talions with a peace strength of 300 to 400 men each, 
but the forces are better concentrated than when Tur- 
key held Albania and Miacedonia. All belong to the 
Nizam, or first line; the Redif, or second line forma- 
tions, seem to have disappeared. Turkey has found 
out that reserves poorly officered, with poor transport, in- 
different medical and other services, are of little use in 
war. The cavalry is underhorsed, and both it and the 
artillery are, and will remain for some time, at half 
their nominal effectives. It is stated that not even the 
first four army corps are armed with quick fire guns. 
The transport and sanitary services remain in a de- 
plorable condition. 

The project of a tunnel connecting England and 
France has been revived with a much better prospect of 
accomplishnient. 

Nearly $50,000 was obtained for British naval and 
military charities by the Royal Naval and Military 
Tournament at “Olympia” in London this year. 

The 30-knot R.N. destroyer Vulter was struck by a 
steam dredger and then by a tug while taking part in 
naval exercises. She was disabled, ~having a large 
breach above and below the water line. 

The Berlin-Stettin Canal, recently opened in the pres- 
ence of the Kaiser, has cost $12,500,000 and is ex- 
pected to carry about 38,000,000 tons of freight each 
year and make the German seaport on the Baltic the 
rival of Hamburg and Bremen. « 

Hight employees of Liptons Limited and nine officers 
of the British army have been convicted in the trials 
growing out of the canteen scandal, and in a question 
addressed in Parliament to the Attorney General it was 
suggested Sir Thomas Lipton and the directors of Liptons 
Limited should be prosecuted criminally. 

Thirty-five Chinese midshipmen were killed at Shanghai 
July 11 by the explosion of a bomb above the magazine 
on the Chinese gunboat Tungchi while the vessel, was 
lying abreast of the Kiang-nan arsenal. The magazines 
were flooded as promptly as possible. It is alleged the 
explosion was the reswt of a conspiracy aboard. 


The French submarine Calypso was sunk July 7 by 
the destroyer Mosqueton during maneuvers. The crew 
of the Calypso was saved. It is thought that it will bé 
impossible to salve the submarine on account of the great 
depth at which she is lying. The Calypso is of 344 tons 
displacement and is 154 feet in length. She was built 
in 1907. .

NO FOREIGN RECRUITS WANTED. 


Trenton, N.J., July 13, 1914. 
To THe Eprtor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In your issue of July 4 “J. R. BE.” says that he has 
seen men enlisted who could not speak a hundred words 
of English. He also claims that these men are directed 
as to where they may obtain their first papers and are 
shown how to write their name in English. I have been 
on recruiting service for the last ten months and I have 
not seen any of this. For the last six months I have been 
stationed in a town of which over half of the population 
are foreign. If “J. R. E.” will look up the recruiting 
service records he will find that this town is not very 
high on the list. The reason of this is because a lot of 
men of foreign birth apply and I have to reject them 
because they cannot read or write. We have an officer 
in charge of this district who will not accept any man 
who cannot read, write and understand the English 
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language, and I think that this is the general rule in 
all districts. If “J. R. E.” would like a list of foreigners 
to write to and ask them why they were rejected at this 
office I will gladly furnish him with the same. There afe 
over a hundred of them, “J. R. E.,” and unless you have 
a secretary who can write about fifteen languages I would 
advise you not to send for their names.

PROTECTING THE UNIFORM. 
To-THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Much has been said and much has been written in 

regard to the unfavorable attitude of the general public 
toward the enlisted personnel of our Army. Does not 
the fault lie with the soldiers themselves, or rather with 
a very small fraction of the whole organization? The 
misconduct in public of a single individual in uniform 
will do more harm to the reputation of the Army than 
the exemplary conduct of a whole regiment ‘can possibly 
do to counterbalance it. And that is natural. A drunken 
man, and especially a drunken and noisy individual in 
uniform of any kind, will draw a lot of unsavory atten- 
tion and comments of disgust upon himself, where a 
hundred sober and well behaved men, be they civilians 
or soldiers, will not be noticed at all; and it is also 
natural that the misconduct of one single member of an 
organization will throw discredit upon the whole. 
, To stop this misconduct entirely, or at least reduce 
it to a minimum, the soldier should be imbued with the 
responsibility placed on his shoulders in regard to uphold- 
ing the dignity of the uniform he is wearing; he should 
be made to understand the consequences of his behavior, 
not to himself alone, but to everyone who has the honor 
to belong to our glorious Army. Then severe punishment 
should be meted out to every offender against the laws of 
common decency and manhood, especially when the 
offender is in uniform. An officer of the Army or Navy 
is punished for “conduct unbecoming an officer and a 
gentleman.” Why not punish an enlisted man for “con- 
duct unbecoming a soldier and a man’? 

At present when a soldier goes on furlough or pass 
he is practically released from all restraints of military 
discipline, and, no matter what his conduct might be 
while away from his post or camp, as long as he evades 
civil authorities and returns to his quarters on time and 
in fairly clean and sober condition nothing is said and 
nothing is done. He can get as drunk as he wants to, 
associate with the lowest of the low, and in other ways 
disgrace the uniform, and still retain his official good 
character. Does that tend to uphold the dignity of the 
Service? 
_ When a soldier’s tastes incline toward the direction 
indicated, and this inclination cannot be controlled by 
himself, he should not be allowed to go out in uniform 
at all; he should be compelled to don civilian dress 
whenever he leaves the post. Then let him make a beast 
of himself, let him get drunk, let him publicly associate 
with lewd women, let him disgrace himself, and himself 
only, to his heart’s content, but under no condition allow 
him to disgrace the uniform. 

It should become the duty of every member of the 
Army, whether officer or enlisted man, to report any in- 
fraction of the proposed regulation, and there is no room 
for doubt that no right-minded man would hesitate to 
bring about the culprit’s well deserved punishment. 

Let us hope that, whatever the future may bring us, 
something will be done in the right direction ‘to allow us 
to be proud of our uniform and to show ourselves in 
public with our sisters and sweethearts ‘without fear 
of thinly veiled insults to them and ourselves.

CIVILIANIZING THE SERVICE. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Your very able editorial of last week, saying, “We 
want no civilianizing of the Service,” should be carefully 
reflected upon by all our country, and it is to be hoped 
that it will have a wide circulation in other papers, so 
that it may reach many. The present tendency to show 
the world that the United States is firm for peace, admir- 
able as it may be, cannot but mislead some of us into 
thinking it a wise plan to have our Army and Navy 
engage as much as possible in the works of peace. Officers 
in the Service may perhaps not venture to express an 
opinion in your columns upon such matters, but the 
American nation, which has established West Point and 
Annapolis for the specific purpose of training the young 
men sent there to be ready for war and to be. able to 
teach their countrymen for war, may well consider 
whether the admirable training for all serts of peaceful 
work, too, that these institutions give is to be considered 
as of first importance rather than preparation for war. 
An article in a New York paper touched upon the Secre- 
tary of War’s able address to the graduating class in 
June, in which address he enumerated so many of the 
great and useful labors of the Army in time of peace, 
and dwelt upon this as the work ahead of them now. 
The article hinted that admirable as was the advice, 
the young men should not permit themselves to forget for 
a moment what the Government had really educated them 
for. War! And that in the coming years, no matter 
what their peaceful duties might be, to progress ever in 
the further preparation for war must never be neglected 
or lost sight of. . 

It is astonishing to think that business men who will 
pause to reflect a moment can approve of taking United 
States ships of war to run as a mercantile line to South 
America through the canal. This seems to be quite a 
popular idea. Now, apart from the fact that the guns, 
ammunition and stores leave no room for carrying freight 
and passengers, how could the officers and sailors occupied 
in running this commercial line go on with their training 
for war? As a business proposition it would be a mistake.

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ACT CREATING AVIATION SECTION. 


The House on July 11 concurred in the amendments 
of the Senate to H.R. 5304, the Aviation Service bill, 
already noted in this paper. The act as it will become 
law reads as follows: 


H.R. 5304.—To increase the efficiency of the aviation serv- 
ice of the Army, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted, ete., That there shall hereafter be, and there 
is hereby created, an aviation section, which shall be a part 
of the Signal Corps of the Army, and which shall be, and is 
hereby, charged with the duty of operating or supervising 
the operation of all military air craft, including balloons and 
aeroplanes, all appliances pertaining to said craft, and sig- 
naling apparatus of any kind when installed on said craft; 
also with the duty of training officers and enlisted men in 
matters pertaining to military aviation. 

Sec. 2. That, in addition to such officers and enlisted men 
as shall be assigned from the Signal Corps at large to execu- 
tive, administrative, scientific, or other duty in or for the 
aviation section, there shall be in said section aviation offi- 
cers not to exceed sixty in number and 260 aviation enlisted 
men, all of whom shall be engaged on duties pertaining to 
said aviation section, shall be additional to the officers and 
enlisted men now allotted by law to the Signal Corps, the 
commissioned and enlisted strengths of which are hereby in- 
creased accordingly. 

The aviation officers provided for in this section shall, ex- 
cept as hereinafter prescribed specifically to the contrary, be 
selected from among officers holding commissions in the line 
of the Army with rank below that of captain, and shall be 
detailed to serve as such aviation officers for periods of four 
years, unless sooner relieved, and the provisions of Sec. 27 
of the Act of Congress approved Feb. 2, 1901 (31st Statutes, 
page 755) are hereby extended so as to apply to said avia- 
tion officers and to the vacancies created in the line of the 
Army by the detail of said officers therefrom, but nothing in 
said act or in any other law now in force shall be held to 
prevent the detail or redetail at any time to fill a vacancy 
among the aviation officers authorized by this act, of any 
officer holding a commission in the line of the Army with 
rank below that of captain, and who, during prior service 
as an aviation officer in the aviation section, shall have be- 
come especially proficient in military aviation. 

There shall also be constantly attached to the aviation 
section a sufficient number of aviation students to make, with 
the aviation officers actually detailed in said section under 
the provisions of this act, a total number of sixty aviation 
officers and aviation students constantly under assignment 
to, or detail in, said section. Said aviation students, all of 
whom shall be selected on the recommendation of the chief 
signal officer from among unmarried lieutenants of the line 
of the Army not over thirty years of age, shall remain at- 
tached to the aviation section for a sufficient time, but in no 
ease to exceed one year, to determine their fitness or un- 
fitness for detail as aviation officers in said section, and their 
detachment from their respective arms of service which under 
assignment to said section shall not be held to create in said 
arms vacancies that may be filled by promotions or original 
appointments: Provided, That no person, except in time of 
war, shall be assigned or detailed against his will to-duty as 
an aviation student or an aviation officer: Provided further, 
That whenever, under such regulations as the Secretary of 
War shall prescribe and publish to the Army, an officer as- 
signed or detailed to duty of any kind in or with the avia- 
tion section shall have been found to be inattentive to his 
duties, inefficient, or incapacitated from any cause whatever 
for the full and efficient discharge of all duties that might 
properly be imposed upon him if he should be continued on 
duty in or with said section, said officer shall be returned 
forthwith to the branch of the Service in which he shall hold 
@ commission. 

Sec. 3. That the aviation officers hereinbefore provided for 
shall be rated in two classes, to wit, as junior military avia- 
tors and as military aviators. Within sixty days after this 
act shall take effect the Secretary of War may, upon the 
recommendation of the Chief Signal Officer, rate as junior 
military aviators any officers with rank below that of captain, 
who are now on aviation duty and who have, or shall have 
before the date of rating so authorized, shown by practical 
tests, including aerial flights, that they are especially well 
qualified for military aviation service; and after said rating 
shall have been made the rating of junior military aviator 
shall not be conferred upon any person except as hereinafter 
provided. 

Each aviation student authorized by this act shall, while 
on duty that requires him to participate regularly and fre- 
quently in aerial flights, receive an increase of twenty-five 
per centum in the pay of his grade and length of service 
under his line commission. Each duly qualified junior mili- 
tary aviator shall, while so serving, have the rank, pay, and 
allowances of one grade higher than that held by him under 
his line commission, provided that his rank under said com- 
mission be not higher than that of first lieutenant, and, while 
on duty requiring him to participate regularly and frequently 
in aerial flights, he shall receive in addition an increase of 
fifty per centum in the pay of his grade and length of service 
under his line commission. The rating of military aviator 
shall not be hereafter conferred upon or held by any person 
except as hereinafter provided, and the number of officers 
with that rating shall at no time exceed fifteen. Each mili- 
tary aviator who shall hereafter have duly qualified as such 
under the provisions of this act shall, while so serving, have 
the rank, pay, and allowances of one grade higher than that 
held by him under his line commission, provided that his 
rank under said commission be not higher than that of first 
lieutenant, and, while on duty’ requiring him to participate 
reqularly and frequently in aerial flights, he shall receive in 
addition an increase of seventy-five per centum of the pay of 
his grade and length of service under his line commission. 

The aviation enlisted men herinbefore provided for shall 
consist of twelve master signal electricians, twelve first class 


sergeants, twenty-four sergeants, seventy-eight corporals, 
eight cooks, eighty-two first class privates, and forty-four 
privates. Not to exceed forty of said enlisted men shall at 


any one time have the rating of aviation mechanician, which 
rating is hereby established, and said rating shall not be con- 
ferred upon any person except as hereinafter provided: Pro- 
vided, That twelve enlisted men at a time shall, in the dis- 
cretion of the officer in command of the aviation section, be 
instructed in the art of flying, and no enlisted man shall be 
assigned to duty as an aerial flyer against his will except 
in time of war. Each aviation enlisted man, while on duty 
that requires him to participate regularly and frequently in 
aerial flights, or while holding the rating of aviation mechani- 
cian, shall receive an increase of fifty per centum in his pay: 
Provided further, That, except as hereinafter provided in the 
cases of officers now on aviation duty, no person shall be de- 
tailed as an aviation officer, or rated as a junior military 
aviator, or as a military aviator, or an aviation mechanician, 
until there shall have been issued to him a certificate to the 
effect that he is qualified for the detail or rating, or for both 
the detail and the rating, sought or proposed in his case, 
and no such certificate shall be issued to any person until an 
aviation examining board, which shall be composed of three 
officers of experience in the aviation service and two medical 
officers, shall have examined him, under general regulations 
to be prescribed by the Secretary of War and published to the 
Army by the War Department, and shall have reported him 
to be qualified for the detail or rating, or for both the detail 
and the rating, sought or proposed in his case: Provided fur- 
ther, That the Secretary of War shall cause appropriate cer- 
tificates of qualification to be issued by the Adjutant General 
of the Army to all officers and enlisted men who shall have 
been found and reported by aviation examining boards in ac- 
cordance with the terms of this act, to be qualified for the 
details and ratings for which said officers and enlisted men 
shall have been examined: Provided further, That except as 
hereinbefore provided in the cases of officers who are now 
on aviation duty and who shall be rated as junior military 
aviators as hereinbefore authorized, no person shall be de- 
tailed for service as an aviation officer in the aviation sec- 
tion until he shall have served creditably as an aviation 
student for a period to be fixed by the Secretary of War; 
and no person shall receive the rating of military aviator 
until he shall have served creditably for at least three years 
as an aviation officer with the rating of junior military avia- 
tor: Provided further, That there shall be paid to the widow 





of any officer or enlisted man who shall die as the result of 
an aviation accident, not the result of his own misconduct, or 
to any other person designated by him in writing, an amount 
equal to one year’s pay at the rate to which such officer or 
enlisted man was entitled at the time of the accident resulting 
in his death, but any payment made in accordance with the 
terms of this proviso on account of the death of any officer 
or enlisted man shall be in lieu of and a bar to any payment 
under the Acts of Congress approved May 11, 1908, and 
March 3, 1909 (35th Statutes, pages 108 and 755), on ac- 
count of death of said officer or enlisted man.

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NATIONAL GUARD NEWS. 


13TH N.Y.—COL. N. B. THURSTON. 


The members of the band of the 13th Provisional Regiment 
of Coast Artillery, N.G.N.Y., who with other units of that 
command performed a two weeks’ tour of duty at Fort H. G. 
Wright, N.Y., from June 28 to July 12, returned home much 
bettey soldiers and with a proper idea of what military dis- 
cipline means than when they first went up. The band, 
which had previously been petted too much before Col. N. B. 
Thurston assumed command of the regiment. was misguided 
enough after some two days’ duty at Fort H. G. Wright, to 
sign an improper petition, which might have resulted more 
seriously with the signers than it did. 

Forty members of the band signed the petition, which, 
among other things, stated the band was overworked, and 
objection was made to an Infantry drill of about forty-five 
minutes in the morning, the petition going on to say that 
the members could see no use in such a drill to bandsmen. 
Nine men of the band refused to sign. 

As a matter of fact the band was the least worked unit in 
camp, and while it had some two hours’ work all told the 
other members of the regiment drilled at least five hours, and 
sometimes more. Colonel Thurston, as soon as he learned of 





the complaint, assembled the band and ordered all the signers 
to step out two paces to the front. 


He then asked the nine 


men who refused to sign whether they had any cause of com- 
plaint, and was informed they had none whatsoever. The 
Colonel then complimented them on showing the proper sol- 
dierly spirit. He then asked the other men if they could 
give any reason why they should omit a very short drill, 
when other units had five hours of it. No man had any 
answer to this question, nor did a sinele man complain of 
his food. The Colonel.next in plain words called attention 
to their unsoldierly action and spirit, and ordered that they 
play at reveille and in the evening, in addition to the former 
prescribed duties. 

he men soon realized the mistake of their action, and 
asked permission to send word to Colonel Thurston that they 
were sorry for it. From that time on the members of the 
band fully demonstrated that they desired to make good by 
performing all their duties in the most exemplary manner, 
and after the regiment had returned to the armory the Colo-' 
nel was prompt to recognize the change in the men in a few 
words of compliment. The above are the true facts, which, 
as usual, have been distorted in some daily papers. The 
Evening Telegram, without finding out the true facts, had a 
very unjust editorial commeht. 


NEW JERSEY. 


In speaking of the camp of instruction for Infantry and 
medical officers of the New Jersey National Guard at Sea 
Girt, N.J., Adjt. Gen. W. F. Sadler, jr., in an official report, 
says: 

‘‘Among the interesting features of the camp were the 
formation of a provisional battalion, commanded by Major 
Robert Alexander, U.S. Infantry, instructor, in which the 
student officers were assigned to the various positions for the 
purpose of close and extended order drill and the execution 
of a field problem prepared by Major Edward R. Chrisman, 
29th U.S. Inf., senior instructor, and the organization of a 
provisional company, commanded by Capt. Russell C. Lang- 
on, S. Inf., instructor, that participated in a firing prob- 
lem which illustrated fire-control, direction and discipline. 
These problems were practical, and should be given every 
consideration in future camps of instruction so as to correct 
the deficiencies of the National Guard in troop leading, fire 
discipline and fire-control in company and battalion. 

‘‘In addition to this class of instruction, it is suggested 
that next year the bg ate? provide for the assembling of all 
company officers and battalion staff officers in camp with the 
field eguipment of a private soldier, as well as that of an 
officer, and that they be organized into companies and as- 
signed to position as company commanders, platoon com- 
manders, non-commissioned officers and privates during at 
least a portion of the encampment, with the view of giving 
real practical instruction in the elementary duties of the 
Infantry company. Comments made by inspector-instructors, 
as_ well as by student officers, at these camps of instruction 
indicate that the value to Militia officers of such periodical 
training in drill, discipline and routine work is fully ap- 
preciated. 

‘‘Consideration has been given in former’ camps for the 
various phases of the officers’ training with this exception, 
and there can be no better time or place than in these camps, 
under the supervision of the officers of the Regular Service, 
as instructors, to give this class of instruction, where every 
attention will be given to promptness of formation and the 
exact execution of this mechanism of the close order and 
extended order drills, ceremonies of inspection and guard 
mounting. 

‘“‘The success of the camp was due entirely to the in- 
terest manifested by the Regular officers detailed 4 i> 
structors, and particularly to Major Chrisman, senior in- 
structor, who prepared the program of instruction in such a 
systematic manner as to obtain the greatest results possible 
within the period of the encampment. The general enthusi- 
asm and willingness of the student officers to work and 
their desire to improve were noticeable and indicated that 
this class of instruction, which will result in greater effi- 
ciency in the entire National Guard, has become one of the 
important factors in the training of officers.’’ 

Referring to the detail of officers of the Rerular Army on 
the active list as _inspector-instructors and to the non-coms. 
of the Army as inspector-instructors, General Sadler says: 

‘The non-commissioned officers of the Regular Army on 
duty in the state, by reason of their tactfulness, soldierly 
bearing and practical knowledge, have set an example for 
the enlisted men of the organizations to which they have been 
assigned. They were ordered to report to the senior in- 
spector-instructor during the annual encampment, assigned 
as instructors of guard duty, and rendered every assistance 
possible to non-commissioned officers, especially the first ser- 
geants, in making out duty rosters, morning, sick and guard 
reports. The work of these non-commissioned officers of the 
Army was so favorably commented upon that application has

Senator Weeks, of Massachusetts, was at the War 
Department July 10, where he was informed that orders 
had been issued to forts in Boston to cease firing service 
charges and that an investigation would be begun 
promptly of the firing of two solid shots which fell into 
the “densely settled’ portion of Hull. The Hull select- 
men forwarded their protests to Washington against the 
shooting. Excitement at Hull was greatly aroused by 
the dropping of two 15-pound shells at 1:30 p.m. July 
10 in the Allerton Hill section. According to report 
each projectile landed within a few feet of a house. Both 
were fired from Fort Standish, on Lovells Island, it is 
said, by members ‘of the 9th Company, Coast Artillery 
Corps. At three o’clock officers from Fort Warren went 
to Allerton, had the shells dug out of the ground and 
carried them to Fort Warren. One of the shells struck 
within a few feet of fifteen-year-old Julian Besarick, 
and within fifteen yards of the Old Beacon Club, where 
a party of women, nearly all summer residents, were 
playing whist. Some of the women became hysterical. 
The second shot passed over the house of James J. 
O’Brien, nearly a quarter of a mile away in the Winde- 
mere section, and landed near the ocean side at Point 
Allerton in the yard of the house of J. H. Cannell. It 
plowed into the ground four feet from the side of the 
house. Here, too, the occupants were badly frightened. 


Brig. Gen. George P. Scriven, U.S.A., the Chief Sig- 
nal Officer of the Army, has just received a report from 
Lieut. Clyde L. Eastman, of the Signal Corps, stationed 
at Fairbanks, Alaska, giving an account of some very 
praiseworthy work of the Signal Corps men_sta- 
tioned at‘the Circle City radio station on the Yukon 
river. Circle City is a lonely town within a few miles 
of the Arctic Circle and isolated for eight months of the 
year, the Signal Corps radio station being the only 
means of communication except an occasional mail that 
comes through on dog sleds. On May 14 last, when the 
ice began to move in the Yukon and jammed in the 
river below Circle City, the town was immediately 
flooded with water that rose five feet, and huge ice 
cakes were sweeping everything before them. The radio 
station was flooded and badly damaged, all the radio 
apparatus being soaked and nearly ruined. Through the 
unremitting efforts of the men at the station within 
twelve hours they were again receiving messages, and 
within twenty-four hours they had so far repaired the 
apparatus that messages were again being sent. When 
Lieutenant Eastman arrived at the station several days 
later, he was much impressed with the efficient and ener- 
getic work of these men and has sent in a strong com- 
mendation to the Chief Signal Officer. The men who 
performed the admirable work at Circle City are Corpl. 
Theophilus E. Gartrell, operator in charge, and ist Class 
Pvts. David W. Johnson, Francis E. Johnson and Ern- 
est L. Peck.

national guard. Eighty-five per cent. of the membership 
must be in line and in uniform. Second day: Steeple- 
chase, mounted wrestling and troop horse competitions 
for enlisted men, Army and National Guard; high 


jumping, open to the world, ladies or gentlemen in 
hunting costume or uniform; team jumping, open to 
officers of all nations, three men to each team; race 
to the sound of the gun, open to officers of all nations. 
Third day: Roman race, one-half mile, mounted fencing 
and monkey drill, enlisted men, Army and National 
Guard; Stockholm jumps, once around the course, for 
American officers only, Army and National Guard; 
charger competition, open to officers of all nations in 
uniform. There will also be two cross-country rides, 
charger competition, open to all American officers of 
the Army and National Guard, and two competitions 
in breaking and training of chargers. 
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Numerous appeals from time to time having been 
made for the protection of American lives and property 
on the island of Haiti, which have been jeopardized by 
various bands of revolutionists operating both in Haiti 
and San Domingo, and despatches from there indicating 
that this condition will probably continue for some time, 
it has been decided to place a small force of U.S. marines 
where they will be available in case any emergency 
should arise which would make it advisable for them to 
be on hand for the protection of life and property. The 
Secretary of the Navy, at the request of the State 
Department, accordingly directed that the U.S.S.° Han- 
cock, at Vera Cruz, take on board about 110 officers 
and men of the Marine Corps at Vera Cruz and about 
185 marines with the Special Service Squadron in 
Mexican waters, and proceed July 14 with them to Guan- 
tanamo; that she land these men and proceed to Hampton 
Roads, there take on about 400 marines and- return 
with them to Guantanamo. Further, orders have been 
issued to the U.S.S. Sacramento, now in Mexican waters, 
to proceed to Port au Prince, Haiti. This action is 
taken merely as a precaution, and it is hoped that no 
conditions will arise that will require the services of this 
force. A Washington despatch of July 14 to the New York 
Sun says: “The sending of marines to Guantanamo to 
be ready to act quickly from that point was decided on 
so as to avert the raising of embarrassing questions by 
the interested European governments. The plan now 
is that having taken this precautionary move the Ad- 
ministration will postpone any further action indefinitely 
in the. hope that in some way the situation will improve 
of itself. There is little expectation in official circles 
that it will improve, and it is predicted that eventually 
renewed dissatisfaction in Europe will force this Govern- 
ment a step further. It is known that Germany and 
France and Great Britain stand ready to propose a joint 
commission to take charge of Haytian finances just as 
soon as the United States indicates its intention to ignore 
the situation. To receive such a proposal and to answer 
it in the negative, as would have to be done if it were 
ever submitted, would be most embarrassing to the United 
States, and consequently it is accepted as a foregone 
conclusion that intervention will be the final result.” 
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Representative Fred A. Britten, of Illinois, is highly 
indignant at a report that has reached him relative to 
regulations at Annapolis, which do not permit a mid- 
shipman to carry a lady’s suitcase either in the city of 
Annapolis or on the Academy grounds. In a letter to 
Secretary Daniels inquiring into the truth of the state- 
ment he thus explodes: “During the recent June week 
exercises at the Naval Academy my attention was called 
to a stalwart midshipman walking with a young lady 
who was carrying an ordinary suitcase, and an inquiry 
disclosed the fact that his ungallantry was saving him 
twenty-five demerits, as provided by the Academy regula- 
tions for ‘carrying a package.’ If it is beneath the 
dignity of a naval officer to carry the burden of a young 
lady who probably has journeyed hundreds of miles to 
see him drill or to enjoy the annual ball, an invitation 
to which is almost equivalent to a proposal to marriage, 
then I think it is time to abolish entirely the June week 
festivities as far as the ladies are concerned. To be 
gentlemanly and considerate should be the very first 
requirement of the Naval Academy, and to penalize a 
prospective officer for performing a duty that would 
otherwise give him much pleasure is thoroughly un- 
American and ridiculous. Of course I can understand 
that a cadet would not care to carry a box of apples 
across the Academy grounds, nor would he attempt to 
lug a steamer trunk through the streets of Annapolis, 
but to deprive him of the opportunity of showing his 
consideration and gallantry to his mother, sister or 
sweetheart by forcing them to carry a handbag or other 
parcel, or else to suffer the indignity of standing around 
on the street while he scampers about looking for a 
colored youngster to carry their luggage, is surely making 
the way for a future aristocrat who himself may be fresh 
from the farm. The ‘package’ regulation should be 
abolished and left to a sense of judgment.” 
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Officers in the War Department are looking with in- 
terest for the next developments in the refusal of Gover- 
nor Blease to permit the Militia of North Carolina and 
Georgia to pass through South Carolina, on their way 
to the joint encampment. It is generally conceded that 
Governor Blease has the authority to stop the Militia of 
another state from passing across South Carolina as 
armed organizations. But if the Militia of North Caro- 
lina and Georgia should pack their arms and equipment 
and take them as baggage on regular individual tickets, 
Governor Blease would be powerless to interfere with 
their movements. Then they would be regular inter- 
state passengers and no state can interfere with legiti- 
mate interstate transportation. Such transportation is 
under the jurisdiction of the Federal Government and 
Governor Blease would clash with the Federal authori- 
ties if he attempted to hold up the members of the Na- 
tional Guard while traveling as civilian passengers. The 
War Department is not in any_way interesting with 
this latest outburst of Governor Blease. Its entirely a 
matter to be settled with the states of Georgia and 
North Carolina. 
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Important trials of a new type of hydroaeroplane, 
recently purchased by the Navy, will be carried on within 
the next few weeks at Hampton Roads. This machine, 
known as the Burgess-Dunne, is claimed to have qualities 
of inherent stability not possessed by other known types. 
The purpose of these trials is to determine the capabilities 
and usefulness of this type of aircraft, and the results, if 
satisfactory, will have an important influence on the 


future progress of aeronautics in our Navy. These 
trials will be carried on solely by the Navy, the machine 
being flown by a naval air pilot. 
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Fred L. Boalt, a Chicago newspaper correspondent at 
Vera Cruz, published a story to the effect that to Mexican 
prisoners the American captors applied the law of flight; 
that is, turning them loose and letting them run for 
liberty. If they reached a certain corner, his story said, 
they escaped ; otherwise they were killed. The Secretary 
of War at once ordered the deportation of Boalt. How- 
ever, Boalt pleaded to the Secretary of the Navy that he 


was told of the incident of applying the law of fight as 
a personal experience by Ensign William A. Richardson, 
of the U.S.S. Arkansas. He said he assumed the story 
was true and published it without verification. A court 
of inquiry was appointed to investigate the matter. On 
July 11 Representative Falconer, who said Boalt was 
one of his friends, introduced a resolution calling on 
the War and Navy Departments for information on the 
matter. The Navy Department received a despatch from 
Admiral Badger July 16 stating that investigation of 
the allegations made has been concluded. The inquiry 
was exhaustive and examined into every phase of the 
charges. It showed conclusively that Boalt’s statements 
were false and that under no circumstances and at no 
time was the so-called “law of flight” applied at Vera 
Cruz by the naval forces of the United States. Admiral 
Badger reports that he will forward the proceedings 
and record to Washington by the next mail. The Acting 
Secretary of the Navy is highly gratified, but not in the 
least surprised at the result of the investigation. Ad- 
miral Badger telegraphs that it is reported that Huerta, 
Blanquet and other officials left Mexico City July 15, 
presumably for Puerto Mexico. 
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As we announced last week would be the fact, the 
nomination of Col. George Bell, jr., 16th U.S. Inf., to 
be a brigadier general, which has been held up for some 
time, was confirmed by the Senate on July 15. The fol- 
lowing nominations were ordered reported by the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs July 17: Major Wil- 
liam C. Davis, C.A.C., to be lieutenant colonel from July 
8, 1914, vice Lieut.

It does not 
in any way relieve us of the obligations of the Monroe 
Doctrine so far. as its original intent is concerned, but 
it does help obviate any necessity for that tutelage which 
we have regarded as a corollary of the Monroe Doctrine. 
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The Senate Military Committee on July 17 voted to 
report favorably on H.J. Res. 236, authorizing appoint- 
ment of Clifford H. Tate, cadet, U.S.M.A., and H.J. 
Res. 237, authorizing appointment of Charles August 
Meyer, cadet, Military Academy. 
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The new manual for non-commissioned officers and 


privates of the Organized Militia and Volunteers of the 
Infantry arm has been sent to the printer. This is the 
most comprehensive manual on this subject that has ever 
been prepared. 
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We have in press and nearly ready for publication 
the “Manual of Interior Guard Duty,” which supersedes 
the present “Manual of Guard Duty” approved in 1908. 
a contains many important changes, which we shall note 
ater on. 
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The order for the Winchester Brigade Cavalry Camp 
of Instruction is still suspended. Unless the 11th Cavalry 
is relieved from duty in Colorado the camp will not be 
held this year.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Brig. Gen. Garrett J. Lydecker, U.S.A., retired, 
formerly of the Corps of Engineers, who died at Detroit, 
Mich., July 9, 1914, was born in New Jersey Nov. 15, 
1843, and was appointed to West Point from New York 
in 1860. He was graduated as a first lieutenant June 
13, 1864, at the head of his class, and was assigned to 
the Corps of Engineers. When graduated Colonel 
Lydecker at once left for the front, taking part in the 
operations about and the siege of Petersburg. Until 
June, 1865, he was in command of a company of the 
Engineer battalion, acting also as assistant engineer in 
making surveys of the theater of military operations 
before Petersburg. He received the brevet of captain in 
1865 for gallant and meritorious services at the siege 
of Petersburg. He afterward served on various im- 
portant engineering works in New York, Michigan, 
Louisiana, Texas, Illinois, Kentucky and District of 
Columbia. Colonel Lydecker has been assistant pro- 
fessor and principal assistant professor of engineering at 
the Military Acatiemy, chief engineer on the staff of the 
commanding general of the Pacific Division, and chief 
engineer of the Division of the Missouri, and has been 
a member of various engineer boards. He was promoted 
captain in 1866, major in 1880, lieutenant colonel in 1891, 
colonel in 1901. His last assignment was division en- 
gineer of the Central Division, with headquarters at 
Detroit, Mich. _He was retired Nov. 15, 1907, with the 
rank of brigadier general, for age. Funeral services 
took place July 11 at. the family home, 160 Jos. 
Campau avenue, with Rev. W. D. Maxon, rector of 
Christ Episcopal Church, officiating. Friends left with 
the body Saturday evening, July 11, for West Point, 
N.Y., where interment was made Sunday afternoon in 
the family lot, near the U.S. Military Academy. 

_Commodore William S. Moore, U.S.N., retired, died at 
his home in Duxbury, Mass., July 12, 1914, of cardiac 
embolism following an attack of indigestion. Commodore 
Moore was born in Duxbury Feb. 23, 1846. His father 
was the Rev. Josiah Moore, pastor of the First Congre- 
gational Unitarian Church there from 1834 to 1881.

Dolphin, Texas and Columbia. He served as chief en- 
gineer of the Columbia during the war with Spain, and 
was present at the surrender of the Spanish forces at 
Santiago, and accompanied the fleet to Porto Rico when 
that island was occupied by the U.S. land and naval 
forces. Commodore Moore had also performed instruc- 
tion duty in the Bureau of Steam Engineering. His first 
wife was Miss Eastman, of Washington, daughter of 
General Eastman. The wedding was a notable event 
at which General Grant and his wife received with Mr. 
and Mrs. Moore. They had two sons and a daughter, 
of whom Dr. Eastman Moore and Mrs. Keith Forrester, 
of Washington, survive. 


Rear Admiral Henry Bellows Robeson, U.S.N., retired, 
died at Walpole, N.H., July 16, 1914.‘ He was born 
in New Haven, Conn., Aug. 5, 1842. He was appointed 
to the Naval Academy from Connecticut in 1856 and 
was graduated in 1860, being made a midshipman in that 
year. He was appointed a master in 1861, a lieutenant 
in 1862, a lieutenant commander in 1866, a commander in 
1874, a captain in 1887, a commodore in 1898, and was 
retired with the rank of rear admiral March 28, 1899, 
on his own application, after forty years’ service. Ad- 
miral Robeson served through the Civil War, being 
attached to the Niagara, of the Blockading Squadron, 
from 1860 until 1862, and fighting through the engage- 
ment at Fort McRea in 1861. Then he was attached to 
the New Ironsides in 1863 on special service, and in 1864 
was with the Southern Blockading Squadron. During 
this time he participated in the capture of the fortifica- 
tions on Morris Island, the bombardments of Forts 
Sumter, Wagner and Moultrie, and took part in both 
attacks on Fort Fisher, in one of which he commanded 
a landing party. After the war Admiral Robeson served 
on the Colorado until 1867, then on the Piscataqua, of 
the Asiatic Squadron, until 1870. In 1871 he was 
appointed aid to Vice Admiral Rowan, and served until 
187. He was on the Dictator during 1873 and 1874, 
and was’ commandant of the navy yard in this city 
during 1874-1876. Admiral Robeson commanded the 
Vandalia from 1876 until 1879, and then was at various 
times in command of the navy yard, New York; the 
Naval Academy and Naval War College, and the navy 
yard at Portsmouth. In 1891 and 1892 he was Supervisor 
of New York Harbor. He had a total sea service of 
sixteen years and one month, and a shore duty of twenty- 
one years and six months. 


Capt. Clarence S. Owen, U.S.M.C., who died at Vera 
Cruz, Mexico, July 11, 1914, was born in Pennsylvania 
Nov. 21, 1876, and entered the Service June 30, 1903. 
He had a sea service of four months, foreign service of 
some six years, and other service aggregated four years 
and five months. Previous to his appointment to a 
— he served for over three years as an admiral’s 
clerk. 


Capt. Edwin V. Gager, who was an acting master in 
the U.S. Navy from May 17, 1861, to July 8, 1862, and 
is said to have been one of the Monitor’s crew on the 
occasion of the historic fight with the Merrimac in 
Hampton Roads, died in his home, No. 23 Brunswick 
street, Newark, July 12, 1914. Captain Gager was born 
in Pleasant Valley, N.Y., on Oct. 14, 1833, and his early 
life was spent as seaman. At the clos¢ of the war Cap- 
tain Gager became identified with the Southern Pacific 
Steamship Company and remained in that company’s 
service until 1903, when he retired. He is survived by 
his wife, two sons and three daughters. 


Mrs. T. S. Casey, widow of Judge Casey, of Spring- 
field, Ill., mother of Mrs. Baker, wife of Major David 
J. Baker, jr., Adjutant General, U.S.A., and of Mrs.

Mrs. Margaret Van Dyke Richardson, niece of the 
late Colonel Perley, U.S.A., died July 12, 1914. 


Mr. Merritt S. Corning, formerly a lieutenant in the 
U.S. Navy, who was dismissed April 2, 1914, died in 
New York city July 8 of pernicious malaria. Mr. Corn- 
ing, who was born in Palmyra, N.Y., Aug. 12, 1879, 
entered the Naval Academy in 1898, and four years late 
was commissioned an ensign. He had served on boa 
the battleship New Jersey, the scout cruiser Salem, had 
been on recruiting duty at Cleveland, Ohio, and was 
attached to the naval station at Guantanamo, Cuba. 
After the termination of his service in the Navy he en- 
gaged in private business, to command the Haytian 
artillery, sailing from New York May 29, 1914, and re- 
turning July 1, 1914. Physicians said that Mr. Corning 
may have contracted the disease while on naval duty at 
Guantanamo, Cuba, which had been a center for the 
disease during the Spanish-American War, and the germs 
may have remained dormant in him until he was stricken 
Tuesday.

The ground to the left was 
good, being a grassy slope with a very small angle of 
drop, but just at the instant when Lieutenant Commander 
Foote thought he had the car under control and could 
stop it without serious result the right front wheel broke 
and the car turned completely over, throwing all the 
occupants to the ground clear of the car. Mrs. Foote 
and the little boy escaped without injury. Mrs. Clary’s 
injuries were not in themselves sufficient to be fatal, but 
the nervous shock was more than her rather frail health 
could resist, and she did not regain consciousness, expir- 
ing about 11 p.m. at the Saratoga Hospital. The injuries 
feceived by Lieutenant Commander Foote, while severe, 
were fortunately not of vital nature, and he will soon 
be able to carry on his usual duties at the works of the 
General Electric Company, Schenectady, N.Y., where he 
is the inspector of ordnance and engineering material 
At the time of the accident Lieutenant Commander Foote 
was driving carefully and at a moderate speed of about 
eighteen miles per hour, and experienced automobilists 
have stated that it would seem impossible that such an 
accident could have occurred.

CHANGES IN ARMY REGULATIONS. 


Changes in Army Regulations No. 7, issued from the War 
Department, June 11, 1914, make changes in Pars. 1006, 
1036, 1041,, 1044, and 1049. Pars. 1006 and 1049 are 
rescinded. 

Changes No. 8 in Army Regulations issued from the War 
Department, June 15, 1914, make changes in the following 
paragraphs: 40, 1202, 1205, 1220, 1345, 1427 (with preced- 
ing heading), 1428, 1429, 1481, 1432, 1433 (with preceding 
heading), 1434, 1435, 1436 and 1557. Pars 1431%, 1484% 
~ 1435% are added to the Army Regulations and are as 
ollows: 

143114. Transportation assigned to mobile army troops for 
sanitary surposes is classed as follows: 

1. The sanitary combat train. (A pack mule to carry 
equipment for the regimental aid station.) These pack mules 
are provided in time of peace and are assigned to the or- 
ganizations indicated in the Tables of Organization. They 
will be placed at the disposition of the surgeon when needed 
for drill of the Hospital Corps in packing, and will habitually 
accompany the combat train of the organizations to which 
they are assigned, both in peace and war. 

2. Ambulances of class 1, Par. 1428. ‘These are marked 
with the words ‘‘Sanitary Train Division,’’ and with 
the number of the ambulance company to which assigned. 
Ambulance companies operated in peace are equipped with 
their quota of ambulances, and the remaining ambulances of 
the divisional sanitary train are attached in time of peace to 
combatant organizations of the division by the dersrtment 
commander. Ambulances so attached are available for gar- 
rison service in peace when required, as well as ambulances 
of class 2. and will be cared for by ambulance drivers desig- 
nated by the surgeon. When the division is assembled, these 
ambulances accompany the organizations to which attached, 
join the companies to which they are assigned, and complete 





the ambulance equipment of the sanitary companies not 
operated in time of peace. 
8. Wagons pertaining to the divisional sanitary train. 


These will be marked with the words ‘‘Sanitary Train 
Division’’ and the number of the company tc which assigned. 
Companies belonging to the sanitary train which are operated 
in peace are equipped with their quota of wagons. In addi- 
tion, wagons of the divisional sanitary train are attached to 
combatant organizations, as prescribed in Tables of Organiza- 
tion, for the transportation of the camp infirmary. When the 
division is assembled these wagons accompany the organiza- 
tions to which attached and join the sanitary companies to 
which assigned. (C.A.R. No. 8, June 15, 1914.) 

14341,..Surgeons of posts will keep on hand horse equip- 
ments furnished by the Ordnance Department for the use of 
members of the Hospital Corps under their command who are 
authorized in Tables of Organization to be mounted in war. 
At all posts where there are Cavalry troops, or a Field Ar- 
tillery headquarters detachment, or Infantry mounted order- 
lies, or a field hospital company or an ambulance company, 
these men of the Hospital Corps who are authorized to be 
mounted in peace will be reported to a troop or mounted 
detachment commander for instruction in equitation, unde? 
instructions published from time to time by the War Depart- 
ment. (C.A.R. No. 8, June 15, 1914.) 

1435142. On receipt of orders directing a movement of 
troops of the mobile Army with attached sanitary personnel, 
the Medical Department personnel of class 1 attached to those 
troops, together with the drivers of ambulances and wagons 
attached, will report for duty to the organization commander, 
and, while absent, will be carried as on detached service, 
unless another status is specified in orders. When the troops 
again come under the jurisdiction of a post commander, the 
attached sanitary personnel will report to the surgeon of 
the post for garrison duty. Property pertaining to the sani- 
tary service, required by an organization temporarily de- 
tached from its station, will be issued by the surgeon to the 
senior medical officer accompanying the organization, on 
memorandum receipt. (C.A.R. No. 8, June 15, 1914.) 

1557. Add the following: 

Master signal electricians, first class sergeants, sergeants, 
corporals, cooks, and first class privates may be re-enlisted 
for the Signal Corps in their respective grades and their war- 
rants and appointments continued in force, if re-enlistment 
be made on the day following that of discharge. Each re- 
enlistment and continuance will be noted on the warrant or 
appointment. If, except in the case of men on duty in the 
Philippine Department, the officer under whom the soldier is 
serving does not deem the continuance in force of the warrant 
or appointment to be for the best interests of the service, he 
will make a report in detail to The Adjutant General of the 
Army, through military channels, not less than three months 
prior to expiration of the soldier’s term of service, in order 
that a decision may be made before the date of discharge and 
the soldier notified thereof. A similar report will be made 
to the commanding general Philippine Department, respect- 
ing Signal Corps men stationed in that department. 

For the re-enlisment of married men in the Signal Corps 
permission must be obtained from the Chief Signal Officer 
of the Army for men on duty at points other than in the 
Philippine Department, and from the department signal offi- 
cer, Philippine Department, for men stationed in that de- 
partment. (C.A.R. No. 8, June 15, 1914.)

MINIMUM ENLISTED STRENGTH OF MILITIA. 


G.O. 51, JULY 2, 1914, WAR DEPT. 

By direction of the President, the minimum_ enlisted 
strength for each organization of the Organized Militia is 
fixed as follows: 

For a company of Infantry, total enlisted, 65. This is 
based on apportionment to grades as follows, viz, 1 first 
sergeant, 1 quartermaster sergeant, 4 sergeants, 6 corporals, 
2 cooks, 1 artificer, 2 musicians, and 48 privates. 

For a troop of Cavalry, total enlisted, 65. This is based 
on apportionment to grades as follows, viz, 1 first sergeant, 
1 quatermaster sergeant, 6 sergeants, 6 corporals, 2 cooks, 1 
farrier, 1 horseshoer, 1 saddler, 1 wagoner, 2 trumpeters, 
and 43 privates. . 

For a company of Engineers, total enlisted, 65. This is 
based on apportionment to grades as follows, viz, 1 first 
sergeant, 1 quartermaster sergeant, 5 sergeants, 8 corporals, 
2 cooks, 2 musicians, 23 first-class privates, and 23 second- 
class privates. 

For a company of Coast Artillery, total enlisted, 65. This 
is based on apportionment to grades as follows, viz, 1 first 
sergeant, 1 quartermaster sergeant, 4 sergeants, 6 corporals, 
2 cooks, 2 mechanics. 2 musicians, and 47 privates. 

For a battery of Field Artillery, total enlisted, 133. This 
is based on apportionment to grades as follows, viz, 1 first 
sergeant, 1 quartermaster sergeant, 1 stable sergeant, 6 ser- 
geants, 12 corporals, 3 cooks, 1 chief mechanic, 4 mechanics, 
2 musicians, and 102 privates. 

For Signal Corps companies—

By the passage of the Aviation bill sixty officers and 
260 enlisted men will be added to the Army for the 
purpose of developing aviation. ‘This force will be at- 
tached to the Signal Corps, and under the direction 
of Brig. Gen. George P. Scriven, Chief Signal Officer, 
undertake to keep the Regular Army abreast in aero- 
nautics with other military forces. It will be the duty 
ef this new section of the Signal Corps to operate all 








military air craft, including balloons as well as aero- 
planes. Under the provisions of the bill first and second 
lieutenants will be detailed from the line of the Army 
to the Signal Corps for four years, after which they will 
return to the command of troops. By this system it is 
expected that several hundred officers will become military 
aviators and will be available for such service in the 
event of war. Officers will enter the aviation section 
of the Signal Corps as students for one year to determine 
their fitness as aviation officers. Before being detailed 
as students they must submit to an examination by a 
board consisting of three aviators and two Army medical 
officers. Opportunities for advancement in rank and pay 
are also afforded to enlisted men of the Signal Corps by 
the legislation. Twelve enlisted men will be taught to 
fly and forty will be selected as aviation mechanicians. 
Officers are advanced one grade when they qualify as 
junior aviators and receive increased pay accordingly. 
A first lieutenant who has mastered the art of flying will 
receive the pay of a major in the line. The text of the 
act appears on page 1468.

Although the President has intimated that he will not 
immediately fill the vacancy at the head of the Adjutant 
General’s Department made by the retirement of Brig. 
Gen. George Andrews, The Adjutant General, on Aug. 
20, he is carefully scanning the records of the perma- 
nent commissioned officers in the department. For the 
purpose of a personal interview, Col. Henry P. McCain, 
A.G. Dept., has been ordered from the Philippines and 
will probably arrive in Washington on Aug. 12, about 
eight days before the retirement of General Andrews. 
Although it is stated emphatically that the new Adju- 
tant General has not yet been selected, the ordering of 
Colonel McCain home at this time makes him a favorite 
among those who have been speculating as to who will 
succeed General Andrews. However, it is stated em- 
phatically that the Secretary of War has all of the 
permanent commissioned officers in the department under 
consideration, and has not yet made up his mind whom 
he will recommend if he is requested to do so by the 
President. Aside from Colonel McCain among those 
under consideration are Cols. Henry O. S. Heistand, 
William A. Simpson, James T. Kerr, Benjamin Alvord, 
Lieut. Cols. Eugene F. Ladd and William M. Wright. 
It is stated that the Secretary will not take into con- 
sideration seniority, but that colonels and lieutenant 
colonels will receive equal consideration in making the 
selection. If the senior, Colonel Heistand, is chosen it 
will not be on account of seniority but because the Sec- 
retary decides to recommend him on account of his 
record and other qualifications.

CRITICISMS OF THE NAVY PLUCKING SYSTEM. 


The Navy system of plucking does not appear to be 
popular in Congress, members of which are much dis- 
turbed by its present developments in the transfer to 
the Navy retired list of officers against whom it is not 
possible to find any other cause of offense than that they 
are in the way of the promotion of their juniors. This 
is undoubtedly a serious indictment against them in view 
of the interests of the Navy, but not such as to deprive 
them of the sympathy of their friends and admirers, some 
of whom are disturbing the repose of Congress by urgent 
efforts to secure legislation reversing the action of the 
plucking boards in their cases. In the Senate July 13 
Mr. Smith, of Michigan, introduced a bill (S. 6072) for 
the relief of John Henry Gibbons, captain on the retired 
list of the U.S. Navy. A bill for the same purpose has 
been introduced into the House by Mr. Beakes. Bills are 
also before Congress for the restoration to the active list 
of the Navy of Capt. Templin M. Potts and Capt. 
Armistead Rust. Senator Smith has also introduced a 
bill (S. 6074) to restore to the active list of the Navy 
all the officers shelved under the plucking act with the 
same relative position in their grade as they held prior to 
their retirement. Also a bill to repeal Section 9 of the act 
entitled “An act to reorganize and increase the efficiency 
of the personnel of the Navy and Marine Corps of the 
United States, approved March 3, 1899.” Obviously the 
logical thing to do is to repeal the act if the Congress 
which imposed this legislation upon the Navy does not 
intend that it shall be enforced. It is very demoralizing 
and discouraging to the Service to have Congress playing 
fast and loose with its own legislation. It is well to 
devise some scheme which will prevent stagnation in 
promotion, and when such a scheme is decided upon it is 
to be hoped that it will stand long enough to give it a 
thorough trial, and not be set aside in deference to the 
wishes of individuals. 

There is no prospect that any bill for the restora- 
tion of officers to the active. list will become a law 
which has not the approval of the Navy Department. 
It has been stated frequently on the highest authority 
that the President will support the Secretary in this 
matter and veto all bills that have not the approval of 
the Department. 

In connection with his bill for the relief of Captain 
Gibbons Mr. Smith presented for publication in the 
Congressional Record a letter from Richard Harding 
Davis severely criticising the action of the plucking board 
in the case of Captain Gibbons, and saying in conclusion: 
“Secretary Daniels is determined the plucking board 
must go. That is good, but it is not enough. It has 
robbed the Navy of a man the Navy needs, and the people 
of a good and faithful servant. An act of Congress, 
with the recommendation of the President, can return 
Captain Gibbons to his ship and to the Service. He is 
a man ‘who never sought an honor or shirked a duty.’ 
His country cannot afford to lose him. It cannot afford 
to wrong him.” 

On Thursday, July 16, the Committee on Naval Affairs 
listened to the testimony, in the case of Captain Gibbons, 
of Rear Admiral Austin M. Knight, who was a member 
of the board that “plucked” him. Admiral Knight said 
that the Plucking Board had followed the policy of Con- 
gress and the Navy Department relative to sea service. 
He admitted that Captain Gibbons had a clean official 
record and that he was an efficient officer; he went 
further and said that the efficiency of the Navy would 
be decreased by his retirement but the time had passed, 
Admiral Knight added, when the Plucking Board could 
find enough inefficient officers to carry out the provisions 
of the law in selecting officers for retirement. Admiral 
Knight made it plain to the committee that the sole 
reason for the retirement of Captain Gibbons was the 
desire of the board to carry out the policy of the Depart- 
ment and the Naval Committee. He called attention to 
the fact that the Secretary and the Naval Committee 
were insisting that sufficient sea service was the neces- 
sary qualification for promotion. The Secretary of the 
Navy, Admiral Knight went on to explain, had taken 
the position that officers were not qualified to command 
unless they had plenty of sea service. On this basis the 
Pluckihg Board had decided that Captain Gibbons had 
not had sufficient sea service to command a squadron, 
which it is presumed an admiral should possess. 

Captain Gibbons, he said, had had only about three 
years’ sea service out of a possible thirteen while a cap- 
tain, and a large proportion of this service was aboard 
the naval yacht Dolphin. It was the Rear Admiral’s 


opinion that Captain Gibbons had not added to the 
material efficiency of the Navy as other officers had. He 
said some officers had invented ordnance instruments, 
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others had made important discoveries, while others 
showed themselves to be capable commanding officers. 
Captain Gibbons’s good record, however, showed an entire 
absence of unfavorable remarks. 

In response to questions from members of the com- 
mittee Admiral Knight admitted that some of the captains 
who had not been retired had unfavorable marks on 
their official records and some of them had been convicted 
by courts-martial and sentenced to the loss of numbers. 
The discussion became quite heated and some of the 
members of the committee asked Admiral Knight to give 
the names of those with unfavorable marks on their 
records. This the Admiral declined to do, and a debate 
followed among the members of the committee as to 
whether an attempt should be made to force the Admiral 
to give the committee this information. 

Admiral Knight was asked if the board had failed to 
“pluck” officers whose records were spotted with intoxi- 
cation charges and who were eligible to be selected. He 
said he knew of two such officers. Representative Samuel 
B. Witherspoon, of Mississippi, demanded that the com- 
mittee be given the names of these two officers. Repre- 
sentative Fred A. Britten, of Illinois, insisted that they 
should not be made public. Rear Admiral Knight begged 
to be excused from answering such a question. Mr. 
Britten moved that the officer be excused from giving 
the names. There was a long discussion, the result of 
which was that it was decided to send for the records 
of all these officers. Precautions will be taken to prevent 
the names from being made public. Senator William 
Alden Smith, of Michigan, who is interested in Captain 
Gibbons’s case, also appeared before the committee to 
make a statement. He was a boyhood companion of 
Captain Gibbons. 

It was finally agreed to ask the Secretary of the Navy 


to furnish the records of all captains who had demerit: 


marks on their records. The committee adjourned until 
Aug. 20, when it is expected that the Department will 
furnish the information relative to the records of the 
captains referred to. 

Such deep interest is being taken in the agitation 
resulting from the report of the last Plucking Board 
that several members of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs have taken up the subject of naval personnel 
legislation and are preparing bills which they propose 
to introduce as soon as possible. There is now no longer 
any doubt that there will be some personnel legislation 
reported by the House Committee and it will be promptly 
passed by both houses of Congress. Representative 
Britten, of Illinois, one of the most active members of 
the Committee on Naval Affairs, is among those who are 
preparing bills. He will probably incorporate into his 
bill the idea of an active reserve list for officers who are 
selected for retirement before they have reached the age 
of retirement and while they are still qualified for active 
duty. He proposes to substitute for the Plucking Board 
a system of examinations by which officers who fail to 
pass will be automatically placed on the active reserve 
list or on the retired list, at the discretion of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. In preparing his bill Mr. Britten is 
seeking the views of Navy officers, for while he is opposed 
to the Plucking Board he is anxious that no legislation 
shall pass that does not increase the efficiency of the 
Navy, as he is an enthusiastic advocate of an adequate 
Navy and is personally interested in what he believes 
to be for the welfare of the officers and enlisted men 
of the Navy. 

In studying the problem some of the members have 
called attention to the fact that the original purpose 
of the Plucking Board was to put officers in the grade of 
captain at fifty-two years and in that of commander at 
forty-seven years. It is suggested that the law might 
be amended so that officers should not be selected out 
of these grades until the age of captains and commanders 
reach fifty-two and forty-seven. The required number of 
retirements, it is suggested, could be obtained by selecting 
out of the lower grades, and thus reduce the “hump” 
in the lower grades without retiring efficient captains 
and commanders. 

The officers who have been charged with the un- 
pleasant duty of namiug their fellow members of the 
Service for retirement are as impartially minded and 
sincerely devoted to the best interests of the profession 
as any who could be chosen for that task. If they have 
failed, the failure is the failure of the system, and not 
of the men composing the board. In what way any set 
of fallible men can select for elimination any of the offi- 
cers of the Service without eliciting protests may be 
beyond the power of the ordinary mind to conceive. It 
will naturally be asked what guarantee can be offered 
that the same criticism will not be made of any board 
or any authority that selects for promotion that is now 
made of the board of rear admirals that has set aside 
certain officers for retirement. It has been argued that 
a better method of providing for the proper flow of pro- 
motion would be a system of retirement for age in grade, 
such as the British navy has. By this system any officer 
who has served to a certain age in any grade from 
lieutenant up, without promotion, is retired automatically. 
Such a system, it is maintained, involves no humiliation 
of deserving officers, and therefore is far preferable to a 
system in which the decisions as to retirement, however 
impartial they may be, are interpreted by the general 
public as casting a certain slur upon the officers desig- 
nated. 

But it will be observed that any method of promotion 


by selection would involve to a certain extent the cast- 
ing of reflection upon those passed over, and hence there 
has grown up the large body of officers who are un- 
alterably opposed to promotion that is based on any 
method in which personal likes or dislikes may enter. 
In fact, the effort has seemed to be to cast about till 
some plan could be devised that would be automatic in 
its operation. But automatic systems of promotion or 
retirement are not to be obtained for the asking or the 
wishing, and even if they could be devised would be found 
to contain opportunities for apparent injustices. The 
discussion which has arisen over the recent retirements 
will be of value to the Service if it shall do nothing else 
than show how difficult is the delicate task of retirement, 
and also how difficult it is for anyone to suggest a 
method that will more surely harmonize the interests 
of the Service with the interests of the individual officer.

MINING AND COUNTERMINING. 


The naval authorities at Washington are not disturbed 
in their plans by the contention of Sir Percy Scott that 
battleships will be at the mercy of submarine boats and 
aeroplanes. They recall that every time there has been 
improvement in war machines or warships it has been 
loudly announced in the daily press that war is to be 
revolutionized. It is true that methods have been modi- 
fied and systems changed by the great epoch-making 
inventions, but large warships are not yet relegated to 
the scrap heap. When torpedoes made their appearance 
it was insisted that battleships would soon give way to 
torpedoboat destroyers and craft of that character. But 
destroyers and torpedoboats even now, after years of 
improvement and development, are still only auxiliaries 
to the battleship fleet. 

The same is true in the Army. When long range rifles 
with smokeless powder were perfected it was insisted 
that all battles on land would be fought at long range. 
Bayonets were to be useless, and only recently Army 
officers of acknowledged ability advocated dispensing with 
this part of the equipment of a soldier. But both in the 
Russian-Japanese and in the Balkan war bayonets were 
used even more frequently than in the Civil War. It is 
generally recognized now that the bayonet charge is here 
to stay for some time, despite the development of small 
arms. Bayonets are only one degree removed from spears, 
which came down from the Middle Ages, and, in fact, 
some of the European nations still arm their cavalry 
with the lance. 

Neither in the Spanish-American War nor the Russian- 
Japanese war did torpedoes prove to be an important 
factor. Both of these wars were contests between battle- 
ships, in which marksmanship and military tactics were 
the deciding factors. An effective defense against tor- 
pedoes was developed for both wars. A like experience 
with the submarines and aeroplanes is looked for. Both 
the Army and the Navy have been alive to the possibilities 
in their development, recognizing that battleships, fortifi- 
cations and armies must prepare for attacks from the 
air. Naval authorities realize the possibilities of the 
submarine and are working on plans for underwater 
defense. 

The next design for Field Artillery guns will provide 
for firing at any angle. The Ordnance Department for 
over a year has been making experiments with split trail 
gun carriages which will permit the elevation of Field 
Artillery guns to almost any angle. The Navy is working 
along the same line in the development of guns that can 
be fired into the air. The Army Ordnance Department 
is experimenting with projectiles which will leave a 
streak of smoke when fired in the day time and of light 
when fired at night. With such projectiles the range 
upon aeroplanes can be found and an effective defense 
against an attack from overhead may be obtained. The 
problem of locating submarines by sound has been taken 
up by the Navy. Of course the progress on this matter 
is being kept secret, but before submarines have reached 
that stage at which battleships would be at their mercy 
large warships will be equipped with appliances with 
which the approach of submarines can be detected as 
easily as vessels of any other character. Then the fleets 
of all the great Powers will have submarines, and the 
attacking fleet must first break through the submarine 
defense before they can reach the battleships. It may 
be possible that all great battles in the future will be 
preceded by a submarine engagement. 

The development of aeroplanes and submarines will 
not dispense with battleships. They will only complicate 
naval problems, as in the future naval commanders must 
deal with attacks from the air and from under the water. 
Aeroplanes and submarines will only be a new auxiliary 
force for the battleship fleet. The old maxim of war 
still remains true—‘Where yéu mine you can counter- 
mine.” 
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The annual River and Harbor Appropriation bill is 
met with the usual cry of “pork,” with the additional 
sinister suggestion this year that the officers of our Corps 
of Engineers are urging appropriations for river and 
harbor improvements for the purpose of promoting the 
interest of their corps. Nothing could be more untrue 
or unjust. The Chief of the Army Corps of Engineers, 
Brigadier General Daniel C. Kingman, is reported 
as saying, as he may well say with entire truth and 
sincerity : “It is not fair to assume, in view of the careful 
investigation that is given every individual project by 
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the Corps of Engineers engaged in river and harbor 
work, that anything that looks like ‘pork’ will be dis- 
covered by this body of trained Engineers and will be 
reported upon adversely.” ‘The office of our Army En- 
gineers is simply to report on the feasibility and cost 
of suggested improvements, leaving it to Congress to 
decide whether public policy and proper economy admit 
of making such improvements. 
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LATEST PHASE OF MEXICAN SITUATION. 


After some twelve months of “watchful waiting” at the 
gates of Mexico and the almost daily announcement that 
Huerta was about to go, the stubborn old Indian has 
finally decided that he has business elsewhere, and has 
transferred the Presidency of the Mexican Republic to 
Dr. Francisco Carabajal, appointed Minister of Foreign 
Relations a few days earlier. Carabajal immediately has 
opened negotiations for the surrender of his office as 
Provisional President to General Carranza on the one 
condition that the victorious Constitutionalist grant 
amnesty to those who have opposed him and agree to 
protect their property. It is expected that the influence 
of our Government will be exerted to the utmost to 
secure the carrying out of such an agreement. It remains 
to be seen whether Carranza and his aliy, the ex-bandit 
Villa, can be held to it: We have reached the first stage 
in our progress toward the control of the affairs of 
Mexico, and what the future has in store for us is to be 
seen. It is to be hoped that some way will be found 
for releasing our Navy and Army from the trying position 
in which he held so long, but we fear theré is little 
present prospect of that. Our Navy is sadly in need of 
a training which it is difficult for it to get while stand- 
ing off and on in the ‘waters’ of Mexico, and our troops 
who were so “fit”? when they Ianded in Vera Cruz are not 
likely to improve under present conditions. 

Just why the House Military Committee should amend 
the Chamberlain resolution (S.J. Res. 146) as it did in 
reporting it out on July 16 it is difficult to understand, 
in view of recent events in Mexico. The resolution was 
passed by the Senate July 9. As now amended and 
reported by the House Committee it authorizes the 
President to raise the Army to its statutory maximum 
strength only in time of war or when war is imminent. 
The Senate had added “or on other occasions of grave 
national emergency”’ requiring the use of the Army, which 
the House Committee has stricken out. Under the resolu- 
tion in its present form an increase in the strength of 
the Army by the President would be an acknowledgment 
that war was imminent, and would unnecessarily strain 
the relations with any country with which the United 
States was on unfriendly terms. A more striking illus- 
tration of this could not be found than in negotiations 
with Mexico. War has been imminent with Mexico ever 
since the troops were sent to the border, but the State 
Department would not acknowledge it. The State Depart- 
ment in its efforts to adjust Mexican affairs by peaceful 
means would never consent to the raising of the Army 
to its maximum strength until it would be too late to 
train and equip the recruits for war. What Senator 
Chamberlain was seeking to do was to authorize the 
President to prepare the Army for war before actual 
hostilities had started. Under the resolution as amended 
by the House Committee the President would not be in 
much better position, if any, than he is at present. The 
organizations at Vera Cruz are lamentably short of the 
required strength for effectiveness, and there should be 
some authority by which they could be recruited up to 
war strength. The resolution as reported out of the House 
Committee does not give this authority to the President 
and will defeat the effort of Senator Chamberlain to 
enact legislation along sound and wise lines. A President 
is not going to increase unnecessarily the cost of main- 
taining the Army, but he should not be hedged about 
by restrictions which would prevent him from preparing 
for war before hostilities have actually begun. 
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Secretary of State Bryan is finding that the negotia- 
tion of a treaty is not a matter of a few days or even a 
few weeks, and that even the most beneficent motives 
that may actuate a nation in proposing a certain ar- 
rangement with another are liable to misconstruction. 
Here is the treaty with Nicaragua, for example. San 
Salvador claims that it invades her rights in Fonseca 
Bay, while it is said also to violate the constitution of 
Nicaragua. President Diaz in an interview on July 13 
maintained that the treaty is in complete accord with 
the Nicaraguan constitution, while the Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, Sefior Chamorro, ridiculed the charge that 
San Salvador’s rights are trespassed upon. “Salvador 
has no more right,” he said, “to criticize our concession 
to the United States than we would have to object to 
the concession which Salvador is now giving to an Eng- 
lish company for a port on the north side of Fonseca 
Bay.” 
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A board composed of Major Daniel W. Ketcham, Gen. 
Staff, Major James A. Logan, jr., Q.M. Corps, and Capt. 
Thomas L. Smith, Gen. Staff, is now engaged in revising 
General Order 95, W.D., 1908, and preparing a manual 
governing the accountability for quartermaster supplies 
of the Army in the field. It is proving to be quite a 
task, as the general order is one of the longest that has 
ever been issued by the War Department, and the account- 
ability system which applies to quartermaster supplies 
has almost an endless amount of detail. 








That the beginning of the end of the Mexican situation 
was about due, as we pointed out in a recent issue, after 
Rear Admiral Cradock, command the British vessels 
in Mexican waters had warned all British subjects to 


get out of Mexico at once, was borne out on July 15, 
when General Huerta’s resignation was presented to the 
Chamber of Deputies at ten minutes to five o’clock. The 
public filled the galleries, and when the Secretary finished 
reading the document of abdication the people shouted 
“Viva Huerta!’ The official resignations of ‘all the 
members of Huerta’s Cabinet followed. General Huerta 
in his resignation contained a bitter reference to Presi- 
dent Wilson and protested the latter’s patriotism. 

In concluding his resignation General Huerta said: 
“J will say that I abandon the Presidency of the republic 
carrying with me the highest sum of human wealth, for 
I declare I have arraigned at the bar of universal con- 
science the honor of a Puritan, whom I, as a gentleman, 
challenge to wrest from me that possession. May God 
bless you and me.” 

Following the acceptance of the resignation of General 
Huerta by the Chamber of Deputies, and the formal 
succession of Sefior Don Francisco Carvajal, Huerta 
rétired quietly to his home, and later, accompanied by 
Gen. Aurelio Blanquet, his Minister of War, the former 
Ministers of Commerce and Communications and others 
of his close friends, left Mexico City on board a special 
train for Puerto. Mme. Huerta and tne women of her 
party went aboard the British cruser Bristol on their 
arrival at Puerto Mexico July 14. Some of General 
Huerta’s party will, it is understood, embark on the 
German warship Hermione, which also went to Puerto 
President Wilson has been told that General Carranza 
will establish an absolute dictatorship and has tacitly 
agreed to this program. He has admonished the rebels, 
however, that if violence accompanies the occupation of 
Mexico City intervention still may be necessary, and that 
the American forces will be retained at Vera Cruz until 
peace is fully restored. General Carranza said he ex- 
pected Sefior Carvajal to open negotiations at once for 
the rebel occupation of Mexico City. Nothing but an 
unconditional surrender would be considered, he said. 
The Congressional delegates who left Mexico City to 
meet Carranza agents for a conference looking to the 
peaceful occupation of the capital were approaching 
Guadalajara, and General Obregon asked authority from 
the First Chief to treat with them. Carranza and Villa 
have made tentative arrangements for the rebel entrance 
to the capital. 

President Carvajal appointed Gen. Refugio Velasco 
Minister of War. 

With the passing out of General Huerta, the iron man 
of Mexico, what will happen next is the serious question. 
The rebels want Mexico City as their prize for their 
service in the field, and that there will be some more 
slaughter, outrages and terrorism if rebel forces once gain 
control is held to be a foregone conclusion. Neither 
Villa nor Carranza is fit to control, and that these 
officers will put to death many Federal officers who have 
remained loyal to the government is considered certain. 
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NAVY IN MEXICAN WATERS. 


Admiral Badger cables from Vera Cruz, Mexico, that 
the body of Captain Owen will be sent home on the 
Florida. 


Admiral Badger reports July 14: “Celtic from Tam- 
pico for New York via Charleston 4 p.m. Monday; has 
on board remains of Burwell, which will be shipped by 
express to Washington. Hancock left for Guantanamo 
5 a.m. July 14 with 295 marines and eight officers, Major 
Anderson commanding. Kansas arrived at 1 p.m. Salem 
arrived at Lobos Island at noon and sailed for Tuxpam 
at 3 p.m. The San Francisco left Lobos Island for Vera 
Cruz at 3 p.m. Tuxpam authorities have sent additional 
lighthouse keeper to Lobos Island, also provisions for 
one month.” 

Admiral Howard reports on July 11 that the Constitu- 
tionalists, according to reports, have occupied Guadala- 
jara. Conditions remain unchanged on the west coast. 

Admiral Howard reports 9 p.m. July 14: “Departures 
—Whipple, Truxtun and Paul Jones for San Diego. 
German steamer Mazatlan left Guaymas. Armistice at 
Guaymas preliminary to evacuation. Negotiations made 
through Raleigh.” 

Admiral Badger reports from Vera Cruz, July 15: ‘‘British 
cruisers Bristol and Hermione sailed for Puerto Mexico at 
six p.m., July 15. Press dispatches from Mexico City state 
that Huerta resigned at four p.m., Wednesday, to be suc- 
ceeded by Carbajal at six p.m., Wednesday. Huerta and 
Blanquet reported will leave Mexico City by train under 
escort.’’

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CHAIRMAN PADGETT COMPLIMENTED.

also to uermit the appointment of fifteen enlisted men an- 
nually to Annapolis? This latter seems to me an admirable 
innovation which will give added hope and spirit to the men 
of the rank and file.

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THE SIXTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 


The Senate on July 9 passed S. 544, “To pay to the 
Virginia Military Institute, of Lexington, Va., $100,000, 
in full of all claims of said institute for the damage and 
destruction of its library, scientific apparatus, and the 
quarters of its professors in June, 1864, by the military 
authority of the United States. And the acceptance of 


the said sum by the said institute shall be a complete 
and absolute bar to any and all claims for the damage and 
destruction of the property of said institute by the armies 
of the United States.” 


The Senate on July 9 passed H.R. 9147, to restore 
1st Lieut. James P. Barney, retired, to the active list 
of the Army with the rank of first lieutenant of Cavalry, 
his name to appear on the active list of the Army next 
below that of 1st Lieut. Francis H. Ruggles; but the 
number of officers shall not be increased by reason of 
the passage of this act; and prior to his restoration to 
the active list this officer shall pass the prescribed 
physical examination for promotion to the grade of first 
lieutenarmt 


The Senate on July 9 passed S. 5211, to amend Sec- 
tion 1225, Revised Statutes, amended by act approved 
Sept. 26, 1888. The bill was amended to read: 

Be it enacted, etc., That the President may, upon the ap- 
plication of any established military institute, seminary or 
academy, college or university, within the United States, hav- 
ing capacity to educate at’ the same time not less than 150 
male students, detail one or more officers of the Army or 
Navy, or both, to act as superintendent or professors thereof, 
subject to the terms and conditions provided for in said 
section 125, Revised Statutes, and the acts amendatory 
thereof: Provided, That the total number of officers of the 
United States Army that may be detailed on such duty shall 
not exceed 125. 

The Senate on July 9 passed S. 3525, to pay to F. T. 
Arms, of the navy yard at Portsmouth, N.H., pay in- 
spector, U.S.N., $955.20, to reimburse him for payments 
made as payments in the Navy. The Senate on July 9 
passed S. 4954, “to appoint Stephen “{forris Barlow to 
the grade of first lieutenant of Infantry, U.S.A., to take 
rank at the foot of the list of first lieutenants of In- 
fantry, and that no back pay or allowances shall accrue 
as a result of the passage of this act, and there shall be 
no increase in the total number of officers now authorized 
by law by reason of the passage of this act.” Also H.R. 
4744, “to appoint John W. Hyatt, late a second lieutenant 
in the 16th U.S. Infantry, to the grade of second lieu- 
tenant in the U.S. Army; but that prior to such appoint- 
ment he shall pass, in a manner satisfactory to the 
Secretary of War, the physical examination required of 
candidates for appointment as second lieutenant.” Also 
H.R. 9042, to permit sales by supply departments of the 
Army to certain military schools and colleges. It pro- 
vides that, under such regulations as the Secretary of 
War may prescribe, educational institutions to which an 
officer of the Army is detailed as professor of military 
science and tactics may purchase from the War Depart- 
ment for cash, for the use of their military students, such 
stores, supplies, matériel of war and military publica- 
tions as are furnished to the Army, such sales to be at 
the price listed to the Army with the cost of transporta- 
tion added. Also H.R. 14925, to promote H. R. Drake, 
formerly a sergeant in Troop A, 5th Regiment U.S. 
Cavalry, to master signal electrician, and to place him 
on the retired list of the Army with full pay and allow- 
ance of that rank. 

The Senate on July 9 passed S. 5087, authorizing the 
President to appoint, in his discretion, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, Edward L. Keyes, 
late second lieutenant, 5th U.S. Cav., to be a captain 
of Cavalry in the U.S. Army and to place him on the 
retired list of the Army with the rank of captain as of 
date of the approval of this act; provided, that no pay, 
compensation or allowance of any kind for any cause 
prior to the passage of this act shall accrue or be paid 
to said Edward L. Keyes by reason of this act. 

The Senate on July 9 passed S. 4254, to appropriate 
$53.800 to enable the Secretary of War to pay to the 
Government of Panama for the use and benefit of the 
so-called “Malambo fire claimants” the reduced allow- 
ances which were recommended to be paid to the said 
claimants by the joint commissioin under Article 6 of 
the treaty of Nov. 18, 1903, between the United States 
and Panama, by way of compensation for losses suffered 
by said claimants in and by the fire which was occa- 
sioned in the Malambo ward of the city of Panama by 
the fumigation of houses for sanitary purposes, by order 
and under the direction of the Isthmian Canal Commis- 
sion, on or about Jan. 12, 1906. 


The Senate on July 9 passed S. 1905, to prevent the 
desecration of the flag of the United States of America. 


The Senate on July 9 passed S. 4500, to place certain 
officers of the Army on the retired list: 

Be it enacted, ete., That any officer now on the retired list 
of the Army, who served with credit for more than two 
years as a commissioned officer of Volunteers during the 
Civil War prior to April 9, 1865, and who subsequently 
served with credit for more than forty years as a commis- 
sioned officer of the Regular Army, including service in com- 
mand of troops in five Indian campaigns, the War with 
Spain, and the Philippine Insurrection, and to whom the 
Congressional medal of honor for most distinguished conduct 
in action has been twice awarded, and who has also been 
brevetted for conspicuous gallantry in action, may, in the 
discretion of the President, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, be placed on the retired list of the Army 
with the rank and retired pay of one grade above that actu- 
ally held by him at the time of his retirement from active 
service in the Regular Army. 

The Senate on July 9 passed S. 5293, for promotion 
and retirement of Col. David L. Brainard, Q.M.C., U.S.A. 
It proposes, in view of the conspicuous service in the 
Arctic of Col. David L. Brainard, Q.M. Corps,. U.S.A., 
he being one of the seven survivors of the original 
twenty-five members of the Greely expedition, and of the 
injury to his eyesight resulting from exposure while in 
the Service, which injury will necessitate his early re- 
tirement from active service, the President is authorized 
to place that officer on the retired list of the Army after 
thirty-eight years’ active service, as a brigadier general, 
with the pay and emoluments of a retired officer of that 
grade, and to grant him a commission in accordance 
with such advanced rank. 


Favorable report was made in the Senate July 13 on 





S.J. Res. 92, authorizing the Governor of any state to 
loan to military colleges and schools within his state 
such tents and camp equipage as have been issued of 
shall be issued to the state by the United States under 
the provisions of existing laws. 


Favorable report was made in the Senate July 13 on 
S. 784, “to appoint to a place on the retired list of the 
Army as brigadier general, Junius L. Powell, now on 
the retired list as lieutenant colonel, said Lieutenant 
Colonel Powell having served creditably and with fidelity 
in the Regular Army from June, 1874, to May, 1908.” 


Favorable report was made in the Senate July 13 on 
S. 5525, “That, subject to the examination -required by 
law, regulations, and orders for promotion from the grade 
of major to that of lieutenant colonel in the Medical 
Corps of the Army, the President be authorized to appoint 
Major William O. Owen, U.S.A., retired, a colonel in 
the Medical Corps on the active list of the Army, with 
the same rank and relative position he would now hold 
if he had not been retired, the number of officers in the 
grade of colonel in the Medical Corps of the Army to be 
temporarily increased by one during the time that he 
shall occupy an office in that grade and corps on the 
active list.” 


Favorable report was made in the Senate July 13 on 
H.J. Res. 295, authorizing the Secretary of War to 
return to the state of Louisiana the original ordinance 
of secession adopted by said state. 


The House on July 15 passed a second urgent defi- 
ciency bill (H.R. 17824), whose items include appropria- 
tions of $12 in the War Department and $170,000 for the 
Military Establishment, this item being for care of Mexi- 
ean refugees; $6,797.71 for the Navy Department, and 
$1,282,978.11 for the Naval Establishment, principally 
as a result of Vera Cruz occupation. 


Favorable report was made in the House July 9 on 
H.R. 2642, amended to read: 


That the President be, and he is hereby authorized by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate to reinstate former 
Midshipman Joseph Eliot Austin in the U.S. Navy with the 
rank of ensign, and, after one year’s service as ensign, he 
shall be promoted to the grade of lieutuenant, junior grade, 
to take rank with and next after Aquilla Gibbs Dibrell, lieu- 
tenant, junior grade: Provided, That the said Joseph Eliot 
Austin, after one year’s service as ensign, shall establish to 
the satisfaction of the Secretary of the Navy, by examination 
pursuant to law, his physical, mental, moral, and professional 
fitness to perform the duties of lieutenant, junior grade, in 
the Navy. 


Austin graduated in 1908 and was ordered to sea duty 
on board the U.S.S. South Dakota. At that time the 
course of study for midshipmen was composed of four 
years at the Naval Academy and two years’ sea duty. 
In September, 1909, while still a midshipman, he was 
married, which was held by the Navy Department to be 
a violation of Naval Regulations forbidding midshipmen 
to marry, and he was accordingly ‘dismissed from the 
Navy on Feb. 14, 1910. From evidence submitted it 
appears that Midshipman Austin had heard while on his 
two years’ cruise that it was contrary to Regulations 
for midshipmen to marry. After graduation, and in an 
attempt to learn of the existence of such a regulation, 
he consulted his brother officers on board his ship and 
the Naval Regulations as well, but found no such regu- 
lation. The evidence indicated that the regulation 
referred to was contained on page 5 of the “Changes 
in regulation No. 4, under date of June 25, 1909,” and 
that Midshipman Austin consulted a copy of these changes 
in the regulations, but could not find the one in question, 
and he subsequently learned that page 5 was omitted 
in the regulations which he consulted. Since Mr. Austin’s 
dismissal from the Navy he has served six months with 
the naval division of Culver Military Academy of Indiana, 
and also has served in the Michigan Naval Militia, all 
of which duties are similar to duties which he would 
perform as an ensign in the Navy. The report says: 
“In view of the fact that the evidence tends to show that 
Midshipman Austin made a search to find a regulation 
which forbade his marriage while on his two years’ cruise 
as midshipman, and, further, that his attention was not 
called to such regulation by his commanding officer, and 
in view of the further fact that a change in the law has 
since permitted midshipmen to marry immediately after 
graduation of the four years’ course at the Naval 
Academy, the committee recommend that the bill as 
amended do pass.” 


The House Committee on Claims, to whom was referred 
the bill (H.R. 15309) providing for payment for certain 
services arising under the Navy Department, recommend 
that it pass. The items include the following: Pay Dir. 
J. S. Phillips, U.S.N., $70; Pay Inspr. Z. W. Reynolds, 
U.S.N., $529.93. 


The Secretary of the Navy submits an estimate of 
appropriation of $10,000 on account of damage occasioned 
by recent typhoon in the island of Guam. 


The House Military Committee reports S.J. Res. 146, 
amended to read: “Resolved, etc., That in time of war 
or when war is imminent the President be authorized, 
in his discretion, to raise the organizations of the Regular 
Army to their prescribed statutory maximum strength 
for the period of the war or until the imminence of war 
shall have passed, and that for this purpose the restric- 
tion of law limiting the total enlisted force of the line 
of the Army to 100,000 shall be suspended.” 


Favorable action on a bill to regulate and control the 
diversion of water for power purposes from Niagara 
Falls was recommended to the House July 15 by the 
Foreign Affairs Committee. The measure would continue 
the provision of the existing Burton law, limiting the 
daily diversion of water falls to 15,600 cubic feet per 
second and authorize the Secretary of War to issue 
permits. It specifies, however, that in the event of the 
failure of the state to regulate the concerns holding 
permits the Secretary of War must make and enforce 
regulations. The bill"would also place importation from 
Canada of electric power generated by the diversion of 
water from the Niagara River above the falls on the 
Canadian side under the regulation and control of the 
Secretary of War, with a view to preventing desecration 
of the scenic beauties of the falls. The committee had 
had before it a report by Brigadier General Kingman, 
Chief of Engineers of the Army, advising against per- 
mitting a daily diversion at a given rate, citing the 
Canadiap treaty provision covering a daily diversion of 
20,000 cubic feet per second, and suggesting that the 
limit be kept at 15,600 cubic feet per second. He ex- 
plained that in view of the enormous American commerce 
on Lakes Superior, Michigan, Huron and Erie, Congress 
had provided St. Mary’s Falls Canal, “which handles 
more commerce than the Suez and more probably than 
the Panama Canal will handle in a generation” ; that the 
Canadians had a parallel canal there, and that “it seems 
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probable that American interests soon will require a ship 
canal from Lake Erie to Lake Ontario on American soil.” 


THE ARMY FIELD CLERKS’ BILL. 


The Committee on Military Affairs, to whom was re- 
ferred the bill (H.R. 9687) changing the designation, 
fixing the status of, and granting an increase in pay to 
certain clerks employed with the Army at headquarters 
of departments, divisions, brigades, districts, Army serv- 
ice schools and posts commanded. by general officers and 
herefore known as “headquarters clerks,’’ report thereon 
with a recommendation that it pass with the following 


amendment: On page 1, line 11, after the word “clerks,” 
strike out the comma, insert a colon, and strike out the 
words “and they shall also be entitled to the same right 
of retirement and to the same retired pay as is now 
allowed Army paymasters’ clerks :” and insert the words: 
“with the exception that Army field clerks at entrance 
shall receive the sum of $1,000 per annum for the first 
year of service and thereafter the sum of $1,125 per 
annum for the next two years of continuous service, and 
thereafter the pay shall be the same as provided by law 
for Army paymasters’ clerks.” The report says: 

“Tne appropriation from which these clerks are now 
paid provides for a definite number of clerks in each of 
the five grades ($1,000, $1,200, $1,400, $1,600 and 
$1,800) now allowed by law. Under the restrictive 
wording of the appropriation it is impossible to promote 
deserving clerks, and therefore general worth and effi- 
ciency goes unrewarded until a vacancy occurs in one 
of the higher grades, thereby making it possible to advance 
one man in each of the lower grades. Hence, it will be 
seen that a clerk may remain at the entrance salary 
throughout his entire service, although he may be the 
most eflicient and valuable man at the headquarters 
where he is serving. And clerks who may have increased 
their worth and efficiency by a close application to duty 
and the employment of their spare time in study with 
a view to making themselves more valuable to the Govern- 
ment and the officers under whom they may be serving, 
must suffer the same disadvantages in the matter of 
adequate compensation as the clerk whose efficiency 
ratings have been barely sufficient to keep him in the 
Service. The committee finds that under the present 
system clerks with long service to their credit and efli- 
ciency ratings of the best, often remain in the Service 
for years at the entrance salary. A system that holds 
out no inducements to the ambitious man tends to reduce 
the general efficiency of the Service, because young men 
of character and educational attainments will not ordi- 
narily seek employment under such a system with the 
idea of remaining permanently. The committee is of 
the opinion that it would be to the interest of the Govern- 
ment to make special effort to retain the services of good 
men rather than to fritter away the time of other good 
men in giving to new appointees a post-graduate course 
in clerical training only to lose them to the commercial 
world.” 

The bill as amended reads: 

Be it enacted, etc., That all clerks employed or hereafter 
employed with the Army at headquarters of departments, 
divisions, brigades, districts, Army Service Schools, and posts 
commanded by general officers and performing duties such 
as are now performed by clerks known as ‘‘headquarters 
clerks,’’ shall hereafter be known as Army field clerks. 

See. 2. That hereafter the pay and allowances of Army 
field clerks shall be the same as provided by law for Army 
paymasters’ clerks, with the exception that Army field clerks 
at entrance shall receive the sum of $1,000 per annum for 
the first year of service and thereafter the sum of $1,125 per 
annum for the next two years of continuous service, and 
thereafter the pay shall be the same as provided by law for 
Army paymasters’ clerks: Provided, That Army field clerks 
assigned to duty as chief clerks shall receive $250 per an- 
num in addition to the regular pay of their grade while 
serving as such chief clerks: Provided further, That Army 
field clerks shall be subject to the rules and Articles of War. 
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BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS.

whether any persons, associations, or corporations have here- 
tofore been or are now engaged in financing, encouraging, 
or inciting civil strife in Mexico for the promotion of their 
own interests or for any other reasons, and whether any 
agents of the President of the United States have been here- 
tofore, or are now engaged in, giving advice to those in re- 
bellion against the Government of Mexico to enable or lead 
such agents or authorities to constructively evade the orders 
of the President of the United States against the shipment 
of arms or munitions of war of war into Mexico, or whether 
any agents of the Government of the United States may be 
in any way personally or financially interested for their own 
gain or profit in the regrettable strife in Mexico. 

S. Res. 419, Mr. Poindexter.—Resolved, That the Secre- 
tary of the Navy is requested to inform the Senate as to the 
truth or falsity of the press report sent out from Véra Cruz, 
Mexico, June 17, 1914, and published in the United States, 
that an ensign in the U.S. Navy caused to be shot unarmed 
Mexican prisoners under the so-called Mexican ‘‘ley de 
fuga’’; and to inform the Senate of all the circumstances 
relating to said act, if it occurred.

NAVAL WAR COLLEGE. 


Secretary of the Navy Josephus Daniels delivered his 
annual address at the opening of the War College session 
at Newport, R.I., July 18. The Secretary and his party 
went ashore at the Training Station at 10:15 o’clock 


from the Dolphin and were met on the Reina Mercedes 
pier by Rear Admiral Austin M. Knight, Capt. Roger 
Welles and Lieut. Comdr. Harry K. Cage, and the usual 
honors were accorded him. After the opening exercises 
Mr. Daniels had lunch with Rear Admiral Knight. In 
the afternoon he reviewed the apprentice seamen and 
later left on board the Dolphin for Washington. 

Mr. Daniels devoted his address to explaining the 
important part frequently taken by naval officers in the 
diplomatic affairs of the country and dwelling upon 
the necessity of their having a knowledge of international 
law and possessing. discretion. 

“The Navy, in the technical diplomatic sense,” he said, 
“must leave to the Department of State the settlement 
of international policies, and properly so. But in the 
practical operation of policies affecting other nations 
the action of the youngest naval officer commanding the 
smallest vessel in a foreign port might determine the action 
of our Government, independent of the policies which 
the trained diplomatist might have planned. 

“In many quiet ports the first American seen is an 
officer of the Navy. In surveying, in exploration, in 
protection of Americans he is often called to places 
where no consul or other government official has gone.” 

He recalled the demand made for a salute of the 
American flag by Admiral Mayo at Tampico as an 
example of how the action of a naval officer in a foreign 
country precipitated ‘an issue not contemplated in diplo- 
matic channels and irrevocably committed his Government 
to a policy of action in support of his demand.” 

Mr. Danjels said he would like to draw a picture of 
the naval officer “as the man before the gun, not the 
captain on the bridge giving signals to fire, but the cap- 
tain who before the anchor has touched the harbor’s 
bottom has stepped into his launch and gone ashore to 
avert by his sound good sense, by his tact, by his judg- 
ment, by his courtesy and diplomatic manner, by his 
thorough knowledge of international law and custom, 
the necessity for using guns at all.’ 

Mr. Daniels concluded: “I believe in the War College. 
I have tried to increase its range of usefulness in every 
way, and I want to see it not only the great graduate 
school in tactics, in strategy, in the art of the conduct 
of war, but the great finishing- school in the art and 
conduct of delicate diplomatic negotiations as well. 

“The greatest diplomatists of the world have been first 
to recognize the ability of naval officers in diplomacy as 
well as in war. Lord Palmerston, England’s great Prime 
Minister, voiced this estimate when he said: 

“ ‘Whenever I want a thing well done, in a distant 
part of the world, when I want a man with a good head, 
a good heart, lots of pluck, and plenty of common sense, 
I always send for a captain in the navy.’” 
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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


Everett L. Stephens enlisted in the Navy for the term 
of his minority. There is no authority for extending 
such an enlistment, as the law provides that “extensions 
shall be from the date of the expiration of the then 
existing four years’ term of enlistment.” As there was 
a mutual mistake of law by the commanding officer and 
the appellant in extending the enlistment, and Stephens 
served in good faith under the extension, he is allowed 
by the Comptroller the pay ($84.65), of which a deci 
sion of the Auditor deprived him. 

Under the Act of June 30, 1894, the Comptroller 
allows Naval Nurse Nell I. Desert $20.70, Nurse Ethel 
R. Swan $158.20, and Esther Le C. James $181.65, 
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withheld from them under Comptroiler’s decisions of 
Dec. 21, 1912, and April 29, 1913. 





SUBMARINES FOR OUR NAVY. 


Mr. Frederick Brown Whitney, at one time clerk of 
the Naval Affairs Committee of the House of Representa- 
tives, addressing the Bridgeport (Conn.) Board of Trade 
said that “Secretary of the Navy Daniels has formally 
ordered the construction of the submarine Torpedoboat 
L-8 at the Portsmouth (N.H.) Navy Yard, thereby in- 
augurating a policy of building submarines in a navy yard 
which is of far-reaching naval possibilities and of conse- 
quence to the skilled mechanics at the navy yards at 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Norfolk, Charleston, 
New Orleans, Mare Island, and Puget Sound, where it is 
not improbable, eventually, that many submarines will be 
constructed to meet the growing demand for sufficient 
craft of this character. Secretary Daniels stated before 
the House Naval Committee that it was the recommenda- 
tion of the General Board, of which Admiral George 
Dewey is the presiding officer, that at least 100 more 
submarine boats should be built.” 

The present day submarine costs about half a million 
dollars to build and costs to maintain yearly about 
$22,500. The yearly maintenance cost of a battleship 
averages $804,000. In the last quarter century the United 
States .has appropriated about $265,000,000 for battle- 
ships and about $25,000,000 for submarines. 

A statement was given of the submarines built or build- 
ing by foreign governments, which shows that if the 
United States should adopt the European policy of defen- 
sive protection of its continental water boundaries by 
means of submarines upon the same ratio per mile of 
“water frontier” as does England and France, the United 
States would be obliged to lay down in a single year at 
least 170 submarines to catch up with England and 480 
to equal France. This does not include those required 
for the outlying possessions of the United States. 

The L-8 is a new vessel being designed by the Lake 
Torpedoboat Company of Maine, under the patents of 
Simon Lake, and under the direction of late Naval Constr. 
Richard H. Robinson, U.S.N., managing director of the 
company, with a technical staff which includes Naval 
Architect Phillip H. Brill, who was Mr. Robinson’s chief 
of design in the Navy Department at Washington, and 
Mr. Sloan Danenhower, formerly ensign, U.S.N., in the 
submarine flotilla of the U.S. Navy. The Lake Torpedo- 
ow is building three sister submarines to 

e L-8. 
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THE ARMY-NAVY FOOTBALL GAME. 


It has been practically decided that the Army and 
Navy football game will be played this year in Wash- 
ington. Secretary of War Garrison recently notified 
members of the Military Committees of both branches 
of Congress that there is no objection to the enactment 
of legislation authorizing the use of Potomac Park for 
this purpose. 

The bill now before these committees (S.J. Res. 167 
and H.J. Res. 289, our issue of July 4), provides that 
the game shall be played at Potomac Park, and that the 
Chief of Engineers be authorized to grant permission to 
the athletic associations of both Academies to erect tem- 
porary stands. It specifically provides that the Federal 
Government be put to no expense, and that the athletic 
associations restore the grounds to their original con- 
dition after the game. 

Until last year the games had been played on Frank- 
lin Field, Philadelphia, except for one year at Prince- 
ton. Last year it was played in New York, and the 
latter city and Philadelphia made strong bids for the 
game for the coming season. The proposition to hold 
the game at Washington is not being received enthusi- 
astically by all Army and Navy officers. Strange as it 
may seem, some of the officers stationed at Washington 
would prefer to go to New York or Philadelphia, as 
part of the pleasure of the trip is the opportunity that 
is afforded to visit these cities, especially New York, on 
account of its many theaters and other places of amuse- 
ment. But the chief object on to holding the game at 
Washington will be the increased demand for free tickets 
from members of Congress and government officials 
generally. It is estimated that the committee in charge 
of the arrangements and the officers of the Army and 
Navy will be called upon for from three to four thou- 
sand complimentary tickets. This demand will be diffi- 
cult to refuse, especially as Congress is called upon to 
authorize the use of Potomac Park, now that the deal 
for the use of the baseball grounds has fallen through. 

The Secretary of War has expressed his willingness to 
permit the use of the park as it will be a splendid loca- 
tion if arrangements can be made for seating the spec- 
tators. This is quite a task, as between thirty-five and 
forty thousand will attend the game. If circus seats 
would be satisfactory the problem could be easily solved, 
but it is thought that it will be necessary to construct 
grandstands of a more substantial character. This 
would entail an expenditure of quite a sum of money, 
and up to this time the business men of Washington 
have not come forward with any proposition to assist 
the athletic committee. It is feared that the business 
men do not appreciate what a drawing card the game 
would prove to be. On the other hand the New York 
merchants are making flattering offers for the game. It 
is understood that one of the business organizations in 
New York has offered to pay the expenses of transport- 
ing the midshipmen both ways in Pullman sleepers. Ac- 
cording to the estimates of experts of a New York busi- 
ness men’s organization, the Army and Navy football 
game brings more money into the city than any other 
attraction. Viewed as a purely commercial proposi- 
tion the New York business men regard the Army and 
Navy football game as a great business drawer and are 
willing to make almost any proposition to secure it. 
Philadelphia business men are willing to do almost as 
well as New York, but up to this time Washington does 
not appear to appreciate the commercial advantages of 
the game.

The U.S. torpedoboat Rodgers, used by the Naval 
Militia of Massachusetts, on July 14 was fouled by the 
passenger steamer Governor Dingley, of the Eastern 
Steamship Corporation, while outward bound for Boston.

The Governor Dingley 
was not damaged and proceeded on her course after her 
captain had reported by wireless that- the Rodgers was 
struck while crossing the Dingley’s bow. 
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DINING WITH FARRAGUT. 


In the article on Farragut by Rear Admiral Caspar 
F. Goodrich, U.S.N., in the New York Evening Post, 
from which we quoted recently, John Codman Ropes, 
the Boston military critic, is reported as saying that 
while he conceded the value of Grant’s operations and 
the extent of Sherman’s capacity, he could not see in 
them any special contribution to the art of war or 
anything to place them in the very front rank of the 
world’s captains. Farragut, he maintained, had made 
undeniable advances in the art of war; Farragut stood 
out head and shoulders above the rest. “I can imagine,” 
Ropes went on to say, “that even as we sit here, Farragut 
and Nelson, in the other world, are talking over ‘the 
occurrences of the Rebellion, and that Nelson is saying, 
‘You were quite right at New Orleans and elsewhere, 
Farragut. In your place I am sure I should have done 
exactly as you did.’” 

While on duty with Farragut, Goodrich, then a master 
in the Navy,-had the pleasure of attending the Admiral 
at several feasts ashore. Of one of these he says: 

“I think it was at Ali’s palace that I sat at dinner one 
night next to a wizened old military chap, with sparse 
gray locks showing below his tarboush, and with many 
blazing orders on his breast. I tried to make myself 
agreeable to him in French, but he knew practically 
nothing of that tongue. Did I speak German? Oh, yes. 
So the linguistic gap between us being bridged, he 
chattered away quite merrily, first making himself com- 
fortable, by my permission, courteously asked and 
graciously accorded, tucking his feet up under him on 
his chair that he might sit Turkish fashion. 

“My Occidental ideas were somewhat jolted when, in 
the frankest manner, he dilated on the charms of his 
newest wife, a girl of sixteen, and he a sexagenarian 
at the very least. I was relieved when he passed to tales 
of his adventurous life, spent chiefly in camp and field, 
for this was no less a person than Omar Pasha, who had 
commanded the Turkish contingent during the Crimean 
war! 

“What could have been more luxurious than the after- 
dinner smoke on such occasions? Well do I remember 
adjourning from the table to what seemed a fairy bower 
to sit among palms and huge ferns, bathed in the soft 
light of semi-concealed lanterns of many colors. Servants 
(1 presumed them to be slaves, and possibly I was right) 
now hastened to supply our wants. Bowing low in salu- 
tation in turn, each did his appointed task. The first 
placed on the floor at our feet silver trays, upon which 
to rest the bowls of our pipes. A second brought the 
loaded chibouke, with its long jessamine stem, from 
which the mouth-piece was lacking. The third came with 
a brazier of live charcoal. A fourth lighted the pipe, 
affixed the mouth-piece of amber, encircled with diamonds, 
and handed us the pipe, brightly glowing and drawing. 
Gus Cooke, who was near me, called my attention to his 
outfit, with its black amber and its ring of thumping 
big jewels: ‘I don’t believe $40,000 could buy this,’ said 
he. ‘I wonder whether I am honest enough not to make 
off with it!’ 

“The whole thing was, indeed, a page out of the 
*Thousand-and-One Nights.’ And we lucky subordinates 
could enjoy th# fragrance of the best tobacco we had 
ever tasted, and, at the same time, listen to our revered 
chieftain as he answered the questions of his host and 
of the eminent guests who had gathered to do him honor. 
His talk was always quiet, wholly free from boasting or 
self-consciousness, and was, of course, wonderfully in- 
teresting. ' 

“I cannot recall his using any language but English 
at these times, although I seem to remember that he 
knew Arabic when a lieutenant, and that he could speak 
Spanish fluently. 

“Of himself he said nothing except in brief answers 
to direct questions. I was impressed by his modesty 
and at the same time by his absolute certainty in the 
things he did know. On one occasion I heard him correct 
a statement made by a learned man touching the habits 
of the teredo navalis, but in so gentle a manner that the 
correction seemed almost a compliment. 

“During my association with him, and incidentally with 
others who knew him well, I gleaned many items about 
Farragut which served to increase my respect and my 
liking for him. There was, I was told, no haphazard 
in his battles; every possible contingency had been 
thought out in advance and provided for, as far as in him 
lay. Currents, tides, winds, fogs, sunlight, starlight, 
moonlight, darkness, shoals, eddies, enemy’s batteries all 
were the subject of long, painstaking study. He never 
moved until the conditions were acceptable to him. And 
when he did move—well, that’s ‘another story.’ ” 
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OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 

To the J.A. General was submitted the recommenda- 
tion of the Chief Signal Officer of the Army that he be 
authorized to hold a competition for the development of 
a suitable military aeroplane for Service use, purchasing 
the machine making the highest number of points in the 
competition for $12,000, the second for $10,000, and 
the third for $8,000; the competition to be held at San 
Diego, Cal., beginning Oct. 5, under the regulations as 
the Chief Signal Officer may prescribe to assure the 
obtaining of suitable machines and safeguarding the in- 
terests of the Government. It is the opinion of the Judge 
Advocate General that there is no legal objection to the 
approval of this recommendation. 

In a letter to Senator Theodore E. Burton the Secre- 
tary of War says: “In connection with your letter of 
the 22d instant regarding the detail of Capt. E. R. 
Rifenberick, jr., retired, with the San Diego Exposition, 
I have to say that under the law the detail of a retired 
officer for this duty cannot be made. There is nothing, 
however, which will prevent the exposition authorities 
from making personal arrangements with Captain Rifen- 
berick with a view to obtaining his services at the exposi- 
tion at San Diego, but it must be distinctly understood 
that such an arrangement is made with him as an 
individual, and not as an official representative of the 
War Department.”

The U.S. nautical schoolship Newport, used by the 
state of New York, arrived at Naples, Italy, July 10, 
with 112 boys on board, undergoing training for the 
merchant marine. 


The Goldsborough, now at the Mare Island Yard, has 
been assigned to duty with the Naval Militia of the 
state of Washington with headquarters at Tacoma to 
which the vessel has been ordered to proceed. 

The Argentine transports Chaco and Pampa left 
Buenos Ayres July 14 with a number of Argentine navy 
officers and one thousand bluejackets to complete the 
crews of the battleships Rivadavia and Moreno, built 
for Argentina in the United States. 


The U.S.S. Rhode Island arrived at Hamilton, Ber- 
muda, July 10, with 500 of the Naval Militia from North 
Carolina, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and the District of 
Columbia, from Delaware, for a stay of two days, pro- 
ceeding thence to Chesapeake Bay for firing practice. 


The schooner Sunshine, from Galveston, Texas, landed 
without opposition from the American Navy, two million 
cartridges at Tampico, Mexico, July 14, for the Constitu- 
tionalists. The shipment came from the United States. 
The ammunition was immediately shipped by the Con- 
stitutionalists on a train said to be bound for San Luis 
Potosi. The schooner Grampus, with 3,000,000 rounds 
of ammunition consigned to the Constitutionalists at 
Tampico, was wrecked on Padre Island, seventy miles 
south of Aransas Pass, July 11, according to advices by 
the revenue cutter Windom. The Windom went to the 
relief of the distressed ship on wireless calls. 


Despite the trying climate at Cape Haitien, Haiti, those 
aboard the U.S.S. Washington, Capt. Edward W. Eberle, 
managed to celebrate July 4 in right good style. In thé 
forenoon there was a series of boat races and athletic 
events. In the boat races the winners were awarded 
the first privilege of being granted liberty on reaching the 
first liberty port, and in the athletic events there were 
cash prizes of from $1 to $4. There was an amateur 
smoker in the evening, in which $10 was offered to the 
man or men making the best hit and $5 to second best, 
the decision to be left to the audience. The officials were

The U.S. gunboat Princeton, station ship at Tutuila, 
Samoa, Comdr. Clark D. Stearns, struck a submerged 
rock a few days ago while surveying a passage between 
Tutuila and Aunuu Islands. She succeeded in reaching 
Tutuila, where she was beached in a sinking condition. 
The following report on the accident was received at the 
Navy Department July 14 from Commander Stearns, 
Governor of American Samoa and commandant of the 
naval station there: “The Princeton, commanded by 
Lieut. Grafton A. Beall, while surveying, struck on a 
rock not shown on chart on passage between Tutuila and 
Aunuu Islands. Please warn steamship lines. The 
Princeton entered port in a sinking condition and was 
beached to the westward of the coal depot. No casualties. 
The officers and crew behaved admirably. Do not require 
any assistance. The Princeton is maintaining position 
on bilge, with a list to starboard and main deck awash. 
Board of investigation will follow. Further information 
and report by mail.” The Princeton was constructed in 
1897 and carries a crew of 150 officers and men. She 
is 204 feet long, is a single screw vessel of 800 horse- 
power, and has a tonnage of 1,010. 


The U.S. Naval Academy Practice Squadron under 
Capt. W. F. Fullam, consisting of the Missouri and 
Tllinois, arrived at Gravesend, England, July 14, from 
Gibraltar, to remain about a week. Captain Fullam 
found numerous invitations awaiting himself, his officers 
and the midshipmen. They came from British naval 
men and from various American societies in London, 
who have arranged many entertainments for the visitors. 
The officers of the U.S. battleships reciprocated by throw- 
ing the vessels open to visitors. On July 20 the officers 
will participate in the dedication to Pocahontas in St. 
George’s Church, Gravesend, of two memorial windows, 
which Ambassador Walter Hines Page will formally 
present on behalf of the Dames of Virginia. Official calls 
were paid to the battleship Missouri by the Mayor and 
the commander of the troops at Gravesend and these 
were promptly returned by Captain Fullam. General 
leave has been granted to the officers of the war vessels 
as well as to the midshipmen, who will thus be able to 
visit various parts of the British Isles and the Continent 
during their two weeks’ stay. The Mayor of Gravesend 
on July 15 entertained the American Ambassador and the 
officers of the warships at luncheon. Mr. Winston 
Spencer Churchill, First Lord of the British Admiralty, 
held a reception in the House of Commons July 15 for 





a contingent of midshipmen from the U.S.S. Missouri. 
He conversed with them for a long time, showing great 
interest in American methods of training and life afloat, 
and in return he told his young callers all they wanted 
to know about British middies.

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CAMP AT TOBYHANNA. 


Tobyhanna, Pa., July 9, 1914. 

The Artillery camp here is in full swing and from early 
morning until sundown the double detonation of the shrapnel 
may be heard amid the wilderness of jungle and rock. Across 
the boulders of the faint and uneven trails stagger the guns 
and caissons, hauled by the laboring teams guided by bronzed 
and perspiring Regular and Militia. In the front, rear and 
flank, eternally on the move, may be seen the guiding spirit 
of every working scene—Majer ©. P. Summerall—urging to 
further concentration, effort and efficiency Militia and Regu- 
lar alike. Should an Artillery position be difficult—and they 
all are here—he is present to point out the easiest method of 
taking it up. Should a wheel break—even artillery wheels 
go to pieces like cardboard amid the rocks—he is on hand to 
see it replaced. Should a horse fall and become disabled 
he appears to direct his cutting out. Should a firing prob- 
lem begin to look like a failure he is on the ground to 
encourage, criticise or ‘‘blow the whistle’’ on the unfortu- 
nate victim. When he is seen approaching all hands get 
busy at something or look alert and intelligent. He is on 
the job continually, except when asleep, and so are all who 
wait and serve. At the firing point, surrounded by a number 
of interested officers armed with note-books, pencils and field 
glasses, is the Major, wearing alwavs a serious and business- 
like expression, and out in front and to the flank close to 
the indistinct and elusive targets, perched high in air on a 
flimsy ladder, is the Major’s righthand range officer, Lieut. 
H. C. Vanderveer, observing the burst of each projectile and 
recording same. 

The firing has ceased for the day and soon man and horse, 
gun and caisson come rolling into camp, all hands tired, 
hungry and dirty. Supper, an interval of half an hour, and 
now the firing problems of the day are gone over and thrashed 
out in the critique until the stuttering notes of tattoo warn 
that it is time to, at least, go to bed. In the critique Colonel 
Greble deplores the changing of the corrector instead of the 
angle of sight. Capt. G. B. W. Corey thanks his stars he 


is not a member’ of the add and subtract club. General Scott 
maintains a dignified silence. Captain Chaffee, of the Rhode 
Island battery, cuts in quickly and as quickly cuts out. Lieu- 
tenant English, New Jersey battery, demonstrates at the 
blackboard more or less nervously. Lieutenant Sturgis, 
Rhode Island battery, thinks he knows what he is talking 
about. Then up rises the serious and bronzed-faced Major 
Summerall and with the observation notes of Lieutenant Van- 
derveer shows that the problem under discussion could not 
have been handled in a more wretched manner if the victim 
had closed his eyes, guessed at his data and commanded, 
‘*Commence firing.’’ 

Nor is the firing all of it. Oh, no; and again oh, no. They 
have the rock fever up here, one of the symptoms—the 
pathognomic one—being that when a rock larger than usual 
is encountered the sufferer "yee in a rage and tries to tear 
up that particular rock by the roots and smash it into small 
pieces with which to make roads. They are making Roman 
roads leading to camp—roads with a depth of three feet of 
ballast—roads that will last for ages, all built with pieces 
of rock furnished by the rock fever sufferers. 

There is continuous instruction in progress in camp for 
Militia batteries, not firing that day, of standing gun drill, 
fitting of harness, care of animals, feeding, grooming, shoe- 
ing, sanitation of picket lines, smoke bomb practice, mounted 
drills, clerical returns, requisitioning for supplies, conserva- 
tion of the ration, cooking, —s tent pitching, care of the 
person on the field and the hundred and one things that a 
soldier must know before he becomes a soldier man. 

The amusement end of the camp is in the hands of Mr. 
H. Smith, of the Y.M.C.A., a genial, broad-minded gentleman, 
who gives good moving pictures three times a week and whose 
influence with the ‘‘fellers’’ is good and for their best in- 
terests. Drinking? Not that can be noticed. There is no 
time here for that. When food is plentiful and well cooked, 
when water is pure and cool and when hands and minds are 
busy fourteen hours a day, beer and other alcoholic beverages 
are not much in demand. Some of the officers have their 
families stopping at tne two small hotels in the village— 
half a mile distant—and once or twice a week they get a 
He of a night, to drop over and inquire about their 

ealth. 

The Artillery Militia is improving rapidly under the 
present scheme of instruction. Officers and men are keenly 
interested and are hungry for the knowledge which is being 
served out to them in large portions. It is believed they 
will be able to digest and assimilate much of it. They say 
that if their knowledge of their transportation was more com- 
plete they would possess more confidence. The camp has no 
name; perhaps the War Department may honor its founder 
by designating it in orders as Camp Summerall.

Tobyhanna, Pa., July 14, 1914. 

The New Jersey and Rhode Island batteries are now here 
receiving instruction. The officers include Captains Chaffee, 
Bernard and Hinderer, Lieutenants Gammel, Hanley, Sturgis, 
Howland and English. Lieutenant Hanley owns a string of 
famous horses, and has won- scores of ribbons and cups. 
Lieutenant Hanley, riding Lansdowne, last spring, at the 
National Capital Horse Show, carried off the blue ribbon, or 
cup, in almost every event entered. In the military classes 
he had no equal, his horses were well ridden and being beau- 
tiful jumpers captured all the honors. At the Providence, 
R.L., show the same result was attained. 

Lieutenant English, of the New Jersey troops, is in charge 
of the band and orchestra which accompanied his battery on 
its trip here. We shall miss their fine music when the New 
Jersey troops return home this week. Last year the 15tli 
Cavalry band, in charge of Capt. Warren Dean, was sent up 
from Winchester, Va., to camp with the battalion of the 
3d Field Artillery. Guard mounting was held with music, 
also parades; band concerts were given in front of all the 
hotels and in camp. Dances for enlisted men and for officers 
added much to the pleasure of everyone. People came for 
miles to see the soldiers and hear the concerts. Excursions 
were run by the railroad and automobiles surrounded the 
camp. Each Sunday saw a large crowd gathered here from 
the surrounding country. Major C. P. Summerall, in com- 
mand of the camp, has asked for a band and we hope to 
get one. 

This is the third summer of this artillery camp at Toby- 
hanna. The first year 1912, the 2d Battalion of the 3d Field 
Artillery made the trip from Fort Myer by rail, arriving in 
August. It stayed just long enough to hold its own target 
practice and then returned to its post. The camp was not 
situated where the present camp is, but about five miles 
distant on a piece of leased ground. The weather was un- 
favorable, there were no conveniences and as the country is 
literally covered with rocks and swamps every one was dis- 
satisfied. Last year, however, Major Charles P. Summerall 
purchased a new camp site, with fine drainage and the ground 
was cleared of timber and the largest rocks. The weather 
was good, the battalion arrived earlier and the instruction 
of a few batteries of Militia was undertaken. Order was 
brought out of chaos by Major Summerall, and by the end 
of September, when the battalion started on the march to 
Fort Myer, this was a well organized camp of instruction. 
This summer conditions are a hundred per cent. better than 
last summer. Men have been busy all spring, under the 
supervision of Lieut. S. R. Hopkins, making the camp site 
almost level. They have removed tons of rocks, out of which 
they have constructed a fine road connecting the camp with 
the village. A water tank has been erected which supplies 
water enough to water several hundred horses in troughs 
near the stables, instead of taking them a mile and a half 
to water, as was the case last summer. Cinder. roads have 
been constructed in front of all the tents and stables, which 
makes it a pleasure to walk around camp. 

This year the officers have a large, well ventilated and 
screened mess hall instead of a mess tent. Lieut. Dawson 
Olmstead, mess officer, is to be congratulated upon his good 
meals. This building is also used as the Y.M.C.A. head- 
quarters, where the men are invited to write letters and 
read. In the evening it is used for dances or moving pic- 
ture shows. All amusements are under zealous direction 
of Mr. R. Smith, of the Y.M.C.A. 

The administration building is a substantial farm house; 
last summer a tent was used. The veterinary hospital is 
situated in a large barn near the administration building and 
is in charge of Dr. G.°E. Griffin, who joined the battalion 
from duty as instructor at the Army Service Schools, Fort 
Leavenworth. Capt. E. T. Donnelly is acting as quarter- 
master. His office is lecated in a large building near the 
village of Tobyhanna. In the recent storm and floods the 
tracks of the Lackawanna road were washed out for five 
days, and it seemed as though the troops would be faced with 
a famine, but Captain Donnelly soon had wagon trains run- 
ning from Scranton, bringing rations to the 500 soldiers here. 

The success of the camp is due to Major ©. P. Summerall, 
who picked out the range, planned the purchase of the land, 
arranged all the details and has worked unceasingly to make 
the camp all that it is. ;

Colonel Conley, of the 69th N.Y., in urging the members 
of his command to take more interest in rifle practice says: 
‘‘Last season the regiment made a poor showing in the net 
results of its field firing practice, only a few men qualifying 
as marksmen. This was mainly due to the lack of knowl- 
edge of the principles ana regulations governing the rapid 
fire exercises, in respect to the length of the time allowed for 
firing each string, etc. To secure better results this Season, 
arrangements have been made to give appropriate instruc- 
tion to the enlisted men of the command, in the armory, in 
the time left between now and the dates assigned. Compe- 
tent instructors will be on hand for this purpose on each 
Monday and Friday evening. Every man in the organiza- 
tion is urged to avail himself of the opportunity to improve 
and perfect himself in the ‘particulars above indicated in 
order that his ability with the rifle in the rapid fire exer- 
cises at the Peekskill range may be demonstrated with credit 
to himself and to the regiment.’’ 

The dates we announced last week for the annual state 
and brigade matches of the N.G.N.Y., at Peekskill, N.Y., were 
unofficial, as Col. N. B. Thurston, Chief 0.0., has not as 
yet, owing to the work of installing the targets been able to 
determine any exact date. The work of preparing the range 
and enlarging it has been considerable, and with a short 
time to accomplish it.

FORCED CAVALRY MARCH. 


Quartermaster Sergeant Briggs and Corporal MacPherson, 
of Troop H, 1st Cavalry, N.G.N.Y., of Rochester, N.Y., upon 
the invitation of Capt. W. J. Donovan, of Troop I, of Buffalo, 
took part in a recent encampment of that organization near 
Buffalo, and at the conclusion of the encampment rode the 
entire distance to their home station at Rochester, some 


seventy-three miles, in one march. This ride was taken for 
instruction purposes at the suggestion of Capt. L. ©. An- 
drews, U.S.A., the inspector-instructor present with the troop. 
The two men, in caring for themselves and their horses in 
the forced march, gained valuable experience which will be 
of benefit not only to themselves but to the members of their 
organization. They left the troop stables at Buffalo at ex- 
actly six a.m. to start on their forced march, and during the 
entire forenoon went at a trot for about forty minutes and 
rested ten minutes out of every hour. During two or three 
of the hours they loosened cinches. ‘‘The first hour after 
leaving Buffalo,’’ says Sergeant Briggs, ‘ we made six miles, 
about the first two miles being over pavement. From seven 
to eight a.m. we made seven miles; from eight to nine a.m. 
we went slower, as the day was getting very hot and the 
horses were feeling it, and we made only five miles. At 9:15 
a.m. we stopped at the village for a few minutes. From ten 
to eleven a.m. we made nine miles; from eleven to 12:10 
seven miles, when we reached Batavia, thirty-four miles from 
the stables in Buffalo. 

‘At Batavia we stayed two and a half hours to put our 
horses in cool stalls, giving them four quarts each of oats 
and plenty of hay, also a good rub down. We watered the 
horses frequently both morning and afternoon, but never im- 
mediately before a rest. We left Batavia at 2:25 p.m. and 
during the afternoon we made a practice of trotting the 
horses not more than fifteen or twenty minutes at a time, 
with ten-minute walks between trots. At 4:15 p.m. we had 
made eleven miles in two hours and fifty minutes and rested 
twenty minutes. At 6:10 p.m. we had made twenty-one miles 
from Batavia and reached the village of Churchville, fifty- 
five miles in twelve hours from our starting time. Here we 
rested for one hour, removing all equipment, giving the horses 
hay and a small feed of oats, not more than a couple of 
quarts each. We also rubbed the horses’ legs well with lini- 
ment before starting out. On leaving this town the horses 
seemed to be as fresh as in the early morning, although 
during the middle of the day they had shown some signs of 
fatigue, principally by stumbling a good deal. . 

_ ‘*The sixteen miles from Churchville to the Rochester city 
line were made in two hours and ten minutes without any 
“particular effort, the horses keeping up a steady trot most 
of the way. Three and a half miles more brought us to the 
Troop H stables at just ten o’clock. The horses came in cool, 
with heads up and ears forward, and seemed to be feeling 
fine; troopers likewise. I did not find that night or the next 
morning that they had suffered from any strain or soreness 
or saddle galls whatever. Total distance between stables, 
seventy-three miles.’’ 

Captain Andrews is very much pleased with the work of 
the two troopers and the enterprising spirit they displayed 
oe etiam the ride and carrying it through so success- 
ully. 


WAR GAME AT ALBANY, N.Y. 


In our issue of July 4 we gave the outline of an inter- 
esting war game to be held near Albany, N.Y., July 11 and 
2, the contending forces being Troop B, 1st Cavalry, N.G. 
N.Y., under Capt. E. L. Miller, and the 2d Battalion of the 
10th Infantry, N.G.N.Y., under Major A. E. Denison. The 
2d Field Hospital, N.Y., in command of Major L. H. Gaus, 
was also present. The maneuvers, we learn, were conducted 
with great success, and although the time was short all the 
commands were benefited by the experience. The troop had 
three officers and fifty-five men present, and the battalion of 
Infantry about ten officers and 150 men. The camp on the 
first day was pitched during a severe thunder storm, and 
was well made, especially considering the adverse circum- 
stances. 

In the maneuvers the Infantry occupied an extended line 
of something over a mile, and the Cavalry encamped some 
four miles from the Infantry, maneuvered to break through 
the line. Major Denison, of the 10th Infantry, had a diffi- 
cult proposition on his hands, as the country he was located 
in was covered with underbrush, which made it difficult for 
his scouts to observe the Cavalry. Owing to his large front 
with the limited number of men at his disposal it was very 
difficult for him to cover all the vulnerable points. 

The troop under Captain Miller used very good judgment 
in its advance. Instead of scattering his force, which is so 
frequently done, Captain Miller confined his reconnaissance 
to small parties, keeping his force well in hand, and when 
the time came to break through the Infantry line, he had 
practically all his troop under his control and was able to 
do so, although theoretically he sustained considerable loss 
from the fire of the Infantry. Both forces are to be compli- 
mented on the work they performed. The following were 
among the officers of the Army present as umpires: Capt. 
C. B. Humphrey and Capt. J. W. Beacham, 29th Inf.; Capt. 
David H. Biddle, Cav., and Lieut. Elmer F. Rice, 1st Inf. 

After the recall was sounded Captain Humphrey lead a 
discussion of the events of the day in which inspector-in- 
structors and commanding officers took part. The question 
rose that while the Cavalry had technically made its its way 
through the Infantry lines, what would have been the effect 
of the fire which the Cavalry were under in actual warfare? 
Captain Biddle, U.S. Cav., who accompanied the Blue Cav- 
alry, was of opinion that considering the terrain, numbers, 
etec., not more than ten casualties would have occurred among 
the Cavalry, while Lieutenant Rice, U.S. Inf., who accom- 
panied the Red Infantry, was of opinion that more than 
half of the Cavalry would have been disabled. 

The official umpires, Captains Humphrgy and Beecham, of 
the 29th U.S. Infantry, said that the only way to decide the 
question would be to go over the ground again with real 
bullets. 

The umpires expressed their satisfaction with the way in 
which the forces were handled. They complimented Major 
Denison on the disposition of his men at the strategic points 
along the mile and a half of front, and stated that Captain 
Miller’s judgment in keeping his force practically intact was 
superb. The men of both commands were on their mettle 
and the duty was interesting and instructive. The only re- 
gret is that such maneuvers do not come more often. 

There was no sickness or injuries reported among the men, 
but Troop B lost two horses and a third was severely cut 
by barbed wire. Governor Glynn, accompanied by his brother, 
James T. Glynn, made an unofficial visit to the Infantry 
camp at McKownsville, Sunday afternoon, where Capt. Rey- 
nolds K. Townsend, his military secretary, who is eommand- 
ing officer of Company A, presented him to the officers, who 
showed him about the camp.

J. H. asks: How and when can I obtain my citizenship 
apers? At the present time I am stationed at Monterey, 
Bal. Came to this country September, 1906. Took out my 
declaration of intention June, 1908. Enlisted in the Army, 
state of New York, June, 1908. And was honorably dis- 
charged from the 7th Cavalry June, 1911. Went to Seattle, 
Wash. ,and applied at a state court for my citizenship ya. 
Was told I would have to be a resident of that state for one 
year. Re-enlisted in the Army at Seattle, Wash., September, 
1911. Answer: Go before a U.S. Court officer and make 
declaration that you have selected such a place as your 
home town. Monterey will do as well as any. Then, in one 
year, you may secure final citizenship papers on the pre- 
sentation of your honorable discharge to the court officer, 
whether you are stationed at Monterey or elsewhere. Having 
acquired residence, you do not lose it by change of station 
through exigency of the Service.
